A NATIONAL ELECTION will be 


held tomorrow, perhaps the most 
important in our Country’s history. We 
should thank God as free citizens of 
the United States that we enjoy a secret 
ballot. When the voter steps into the 
voting booth, he exercises a privilege 
and discharges a responsibility known 
to free men, with only his conscience 
and his God to guide him. He is free 
from coercion and intimidation. 


The preservation of a republic and 
the advantages which free people en- 
joy, depends upon the personal integri- 
ty, the knowledge of basic issues, and 
the right purpose of the individual cit- 
izen at the ballot box.

Dr. Frank Gunsaulus, a preacher of 
the last generation, said: “Statesman- 
ship is seeing where Almighty God is 
going, then getting things out of His 
way.” 

The proudest heritage of the Ameri- 
can Republic is the fact that all through 
its history there has run, like a golden 
thread, a deeply religious strain. God 
writes with a legible hand. Looking 
back we can see His handwriting all 
over the walls of our Republic.

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THE VERDICT 
OF THE PITTSBURGH TRIAL 








MEDICAL INTERESTS trying to 

rob cancer sufferers of the Hoxsey 
treatment must have had grave mis- 
givings regarding the outcome of the 
Pittsburgh trial ... which ended No- 
vember 16, 1956 in the court of federal 
Judge John L. Miller at Pittsburgh, 


Pennsylvania. 


This deduction is supported by the 
nationwide television program which 
they sponsored on CBS, Sunday even- 
ing, November 11th, before the case 
went to the jury on Thursday. The ob- 
vious purpose of the presentation was 
to condition the public for defeat on 
the part of the Food & Drug Adminis- 


tration. 


But, to their evident surprise, they 
won. The Hoxsey forces lost. Truth and 
justice went to the scaffold. Falsehood 
and injustice ascended the throne. How- 
ever, persons conversant with the great 
work being done at Dallas and Portage 
for the relief of pain and suffering 
have confidence that truth crushed to 
earth will rise again. 


The TV program mentioned above 
proved revolting to a large number of 
viewers. The General Electric Theater 
did not increase its popularity, or de- 
velop appreciation for the electrical 
products it advertises, by serving as 
sponsor. Many letters have been receiv- 
ed at Defender offices, expressing re- 
sentment. 


The following from Mr. John Fehle 
of Baltimore, Maryland is typical: 


“The General Electric Theater put on 





a half hour broadcast last Sunday, star- 
ring George Sanders in ‘The Charla- 
tan.’ This broadcast was repulsive to 
those who knew the purpose was to be- 
little and slander the name and repu- 
tation of any one who uses the knife- 
less method of treating and curing can- 
cer. 


“It was a real slam at Dr. Harry M. 
Hoxsey’s treatment. Enclosed is a clip- 
ping from our Baltimore paper, The 
Sun. In the play, George Sanders con- 
tracts cancer and has to go to the en- 
emies of his knifeless method for help.” 


The setting of the play was a court- 
room, with a trial in progress. It is be- 
lieved by many that the principal char- 
acter, actor George Sanders, was chosen 
to portray Dr. Hoxsey. Defense attor- 
neys, pitted against Government coun- 
sel, succeeded in demonstrating to the 
satisfaction of the jury (composed of 
ignorant yokels) that a successful treat- 
ment for cancer had been discovered. 


A verdict was returned in favor of 
the defense. One of the doctors who 
gave “expert” testimony against the 
treatment, described the jurors as 
“feather headed.” Finally the quack, 
George Sanders (apparently playing the 
part of Dr. Hoxsey), developed cancer 
and the doctor did the magnanimous 
thing of agreeing to perform an opera- 
tion. 


And there the most false, vicious and 
misleading propaganda picture ever 
foisted upon an unsuspecting public, 
came to an end. Attorneys for the de- 
fense at Pittsburgh could have demand- 








ed a mistrial, but apparently thinking 
they had the case won, let the matter 
pass. 

Dr. Hoxsey and his associates did 
not know then, that the instructions of 
the Judge to the jury would make im- 
possible a verdict in favor of the Hox- 
sey cancer treatment. 

















In four previous trials, which follow- 
ed the Pittsburgh pattern, Dr. Hoxsey 
won over his opponents: (1) Hearst 
Publications (2) Morris Fishbein (3) 
the Food & Drug Administration, later 
reversed, and (4) the Texas State Board 
of Medical Examiners. 


Favorable decisions were gained in 
these trials by putting cured patients 
on the witness stand as living exhibits, 
proving the therapeutic value of the 
Hoxsey system. In every instance their 
testimony was supported by biopsy re- 
ports, hospital records, clinical findings 
and other documentation ... demon- 
strating that before taking the Hoxsey 
treatment they had cancer, and after 
taking the treatment they did not have 
cancer! 


Previous cases had been won on this 
kind of testimony. The same method 
was used by the defense at Pittsburgh, 
except for the fact that the evidence es- 
tablishing cures of both internal and 
external cancers, was stronger than pre- 
sented in previous cases. But, due to 
the instructions of the Judge to the 
jury, this case terminated differently. 


William W. Goodrich, one of the 
Food & Drug attorneys sent from 
Washington to Pittsburgh, must have 
had inhibitions for the reason that 
shortly before the trial started, he re- 
leased to the press a lengthy statement 
containing the line of thought later 
developed on the November llth TV 
program ... namely that a jury is in- 
capable of properly evaluating evidence 
in such cases. 


* * * 
(THE OPPOSITION press at Pitts- 


burgh insisted on referring to the 
hearings as “the Hoxsey Pill Case.” 
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This was the way editors and reporters 
chose to discuss the fact that Food & 
Drug agents had seized medications 
and literature at the new Hoxsey Can- 
cer Clinic of Portage, Pennsylvania in 
March of last year and were asking the 
court to approve their action. 


The basic question to be decided was 
whether or not the medicines were efh- 
cacious. Medical interests who insist 
that only surgery and radiation should 
be used in treating cancer, say not! 
Other medical authorities, and cured 
patients, say yes! 


Advocates of the former system nev- 
er present cures to support their posi- 
tion, for the obvious reason that they 
have none. They insist that cancer is 
incurable, and yet they go ahead cut- 
ting, bleeding, burning and collecting. 


Because of the Judge’s charge to the 
jury, the evidence presented by the 
Hoxsey forces in the nature of case his- 
tories proving cures, was disregarded. 
The cases were all convincing, several 
astonishing, none vulnerable to attack 
by Food & Drug attorneys. Every one 
stood the test of scrutiny. 


Some days when cured patients were 
going on and off the witness stand, at- 
torneys for the Government seemed de- 
jected. There the witnesses sat, once 
hopeless, helpless victims with a crab- 
like disease fastened in their flesh. Now 
restored to society, their homes, fam- 
ilies, churches and vocations. It ap- 
peared that another court battle was 
to be decided in favor of the Hoxsey 
treatment. 


The list of patients professing cures 
included Glenn E. Freeman of Ross- 
ton, Oklahoma, cancer of the brain;

Richard Metzgar of Erie, Pennsyl- 
vania, Hodgkin’s disease, regarded as 
one of the most deadly types of cancer: 
H. K. Hill, M. D., of Laverne, Okla- 
homa, cancer of the groin metastasized 
throughout the body; 


Dr. Eva Esther Hill, whose doctor’s 
degree is equal to an M.D. in the Unit- 
ed States of Rua Kaka, New Zealand. 
basal cell carcinoma of the right cheek; 
Mrs. T. C. Wallace of Fort Worth, Tex- 


as, adenocarcinoma of the thyroid; 


Mrs. Harry Johnson of Kilgore, Tex- 
as, low grade adenocarcinoma of the 
uterine fundus; Mrs. Leasie Hester of 
Lubbock, Texas, squamous cell carci- 
noma grade 3 of the cervix; 


Mrs. Clemmie Hickman of Fort 


Worth, Texas, melanocarcinoma of the 
leg; D. T. Mayfield of Milledgeville, 


Georgia, cancer of the ear; 


Clifton H. Smith of Fort Worth, Tex- 
as, cancer of the neck; Robert H. Bark- 
er of Fort Worth, Texas, carcinoma of 
the cecum; 


Thomas P. Watson of Boyd, Texas, 
cancer of the shoulder; J. W. Ander- 
son of Carlsbad, New Mexico, cancer 
of the buttock; 


Frank R. Anderson of Cicero, Illi- 
nois, cancer of the lung; Mrs. Alma 
Feather of Hollidaysburg, Pennsylvan- 
ia, cancer of the pelvic region; Mrs. 
Ouida Simpson of Baytown, Texas, rha- 
bomyosarcoma of the right leg. 


The foregoing list of patients is not 
complete. Others testified. But the types 
of cancer recorded above as yielding 
to the Hoxsey system of treatment, 
leaves no doubt regarding its useful- 
ness in dealing with this twentieth cen- 
tury scourge.

HEN Food & Drug agents made 

their seizure at the Portage Clinic 
they picked up a few copies of an eight- 
page booklet entitled, “Hoxsey Cancer 
Clinic, Dallas, Texas” on which some- 
one had stamped the words, “Courtesy 
of the Hoxsey Cancer Clinic, Portage, 
Pennsylvania.” 


This piece of literature was regarded 
as coming within the “labeling” laws, 
and so accepted by the court. Attorneys 
for the Food & Drug Administration 
charged that it contained “false and 
misleading” statements — not with re- 
gard to the therapeutic value of the 
treatment, but on entirely different 
grounds. 


The booklet contained quotations 
from an official document of the United 
States Senate, printed and circulated by 
the Government Printing Office, which 
it never occurred to anyone to question. 
The document was a report on cancer, 
compiled by a Senate investigating 
committee in 1946. Senator Claude 
Pepper was the chairman. 


Several cancer experts testified and 
their remarks were published as a Sen- 
ate report. Among those who appeared 
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before the Committee was Dr. George 
Miley. The Hoxsey booklet says: 


“In 1946, Dr. George Miley, medical 
director of the Gotham Hospital in New 
York, and a graduate of the Chicago 
Latin School, Yale University, North- 
western Medical School, and the Uni- 
versity of Vienna Postgraduate Medical 
School, and who visited hospitals fol- 
lowing graduation in India, China and 
Japan, and a fellow of the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science, made a Report to a Congres- 
sional committee considering cancer re- 
search, of a survey made by Dr. Stan- 
ley Reimann, (in charge of Tumor Re- 
search and Pathology, Gotham Hospit- 
al), which report showed that, 


“ 


‘on cancer cases in Pennsylvania 
over a long period of time showed that 
those cases who received no treatment 
lived a longer period than those who re- 
ceived surgery, radium or x-ray. — The 
survey also showed that through the use 
of radium and x-ray much more harm 
than good was done to the average can- 
cer patient’.” 

There it was, black on white, in a 
report published by the United States 
Senate. The Hoxsey Cancer Clinic at 
Portage circulated it, as a few para- 
graphs, in the above booklet. Now, ten 
years later, attorneys for Food & Drug 
bring Dr. Reimann in, put him under 
oath, and he denies having ever made 
the statement attributed to him by Dr. 
Miley — who was also under oath at 
the time he appeared before the Senate 
Committee. 


The pertinent part of Dr. Reimann’s 
testimony was as follows: 


Question (by attorney DeMay for Food 
& Drug on direct examination): Did you 
ever make a report that indicated that 
those who received no treatment lived a 
longer period than those that received 
surgery, radium and x-ray? 


Answer. No sir. 


Q. The exhibit continues: “The survey 
also showed that following the use of 
radium and x-ray more harm than good 
was done to the average cancer patient.” 
Did you ever make such a survey? 


A. No sir. 


Q. Will you state your professional 
opinion regarding the use of x-ray, radium 
and surgery in the treatment of cancer, 
Doctor? Just the opinion that you have 
regarding the use of that. 

A. Properly applied, in the proper 
case, it is excellent. 


Q. And surgery? 
A. Same thing.

There is a threefold purpose in the above Scripture: (1) to re- 
cognize the human and fallible nature of the courts of men through 
which injustices are often perpetrated, (2) to show that evils can be 
corrected by appealing to the courts of heaven by prayer and (3) to 
emphasize the essential quality of importunity in prayer if it is to be- 
come potent, powerful and creative in restraining wickedness. 


The passage is pertinent to the present problem of preserving the 
Hoxsey treatment for persons suffering from the scourge of cancer. 








The ability of enemies to influence the courts against this God- 
given blessing to suffering humanity, is cause for alarm. Alarm, be- 
cause 40-million cancer victims of the United States are writhing with 
pain — cut, bleeding, burning, doomed to indescribable suffering and 
death unless the Hoxsey remedy is saved and somehow made available 
to them! It is safe to say that 15 to 20-million can be rescued if reach- 
ed with a knowledge of the treatment. 


The Holy Spirit is in the world transacting the business of the 
Godhead during the present age. He operates as a restraining force 
against all forms of evil. It is a monstrous evil that would deny 40- 
million cancer victims hope of relief. This is a matter for Christians 
to bring to the attention of the Almighty. They have a responsibility 
to cooperate with the Holy Spirit through prayer. 


This is not the first time followers of Christ have been driven to 
prayer closets to correct injustices. David Livingstone said: “Christians 
win their battles on their knees.” The apostle Paul said: “The weapons 
of our warfare are not carnal, but mighty through God to the pulling 
down of strong holds.” Mary, Queen of Scots, said she feared the 
prayers of John Knox more than all the armies of Europe. 


Wrongs are righted, injustices corrected and evil forces restrained, 
when God’s people pray. Let Christians, millions of Christians, pray 
unitedly until the arm of the Infinite is moved and opposition swept 
aside. It is not necessary for the believing child of God to dictate how 
the prayer shall be answered. The heavenly Father will, in ways that 
transcend human knowledge, “avenge his own elect.” If necessary, He 
will execute judgment upon evil doers. 


Surely the group of men who are directing the attack to rob hu- 
manity of a cure for cancer do not realize the depth of their folly or the 
magnitude of their crime. Pray God to restrain them by whatever 
means necessary. Ephesians 6:12 undoubtedly applies here. Spiritual 
exertions produce their equivalents at material levels. As the prayer 
wave gathers momentum, changes for the better will be witnessed. 


“Behold, the Lord’s hand.is not shortened, that it cannot save; 
neither his ear heavy, that it cannot hear.” Isaiah 59:1.

After more questioning, the witness 
was turned over to counsel for the de- 
fense. 


Question (by attorney Casey on cross 
examination): From your experience, is 
It one of the hypotheses of cancer that 
radiation might cause it? Isn’t there a 
type of cancer that is caused by x-ray 
burn? 


A. X-ray has been known to produce 
cancer. 

Q. Do you know a Dr. George Miley? 

A. Yes, | know him. 

Q. Have you been associated with him 
In any way? 

A. Very casually, indeed. 


There was much more to Dr. Rei- 
mann’s testimony. He admitted con- 
ducting the kind of a survey Dr. Miley 
mentioned but stated that it was never 
finished. Food & Drug attorneys 
agreed Dr. Miley made the statement 
attributed to him and that it was pub- 
lished and circulated by the United 
States Government. 


But they contended the Hoxsey Can- 
cer Clinic was guilty of false labeling 
just the same, and a reading of the 
Judge’s charge to the jury leaves no 
doubt that he supported them. 


And this lost the case for the Por- 
tage Clinic. The testimony given by 
patients whose lives had been saved 
through use of the Hoxsey treatment, 
thereby establishing the efficacy of the 
seized medications, was disregarded. 




















There was a reporter in the court- 
room when the final charge was given. 
This man, representing a Pittsburgh 
newspaper, had been handed an assign- 
ment to write against the Hoxsey treat- 
ment throughout the trial. He had at- 
tended practically every session. When 
the Judge finished his charge to the 
jury, this reporter stepped over to Dr. 
Hoxsey and whispered: “That’s the 
most unfair charge I have ever heard 
a Judge make to a jury.” 


* x * 


FFLUSHED with this triumph in fed- 
eral court at Pittsburgh, the Food 


& Drug Administration has mobilized 
to wipe out the Hoxsey ministry for 
the relief of pain and suffering. This 
has necessitated a Call to Prayer, by 
which millions of Christians will take 
the problem to courts higher than those 
of men — the courts of heaven. 


Attorneys for the defense insist that 
the case contains fatal reversible errors 
and on this basis have demanded a 
new trial. Their motion will be argued 
before the same Judge in January. If 
he decides against them, they are ex- 
pected to go to the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals. 


Despite the manner in which the 
verdict was obtained, Food & Drug 
attorneys are now demanding a sweep- 
ing Injunction to close the Portage 
Clinic, looking toward future action of 
denying all mankind access to the Hox- 
sey system of treatment. They will be 
fought every step of the way. 


No sooner was the verdict returned 
than they filed a “Motion for Judg- 
ment of Condemnation, Destruction 
and Permanent Injunction,” the second 
clause of which demands: 


“That this Honorable Court enter ... 
a decree of injunction permanently re- 
straining the Hoxsey Cancer Clinic of 
Portage, Newton C. Allen, and all per- 
sons in active concert or participation 
with them, from introducing or deliver- 
ing for introduction into interstate 
commerce the Hoxsey treatment for in- 
ternal cancer in man ... with any label- 
ing representation whatsoever which 
suggests or implies, directly or indirect- 
ly, that said Hoxsey treatment for in- 
ternal cancer in man is an adequate 
and effective treatment for internal can- 
cer and requiring the said Hoxsey Can- 
cer Clinic to give notice ... that the 
Hoxsey treatment for internal cancer 
in man has been by this Court, per- 
suant to the jury’s verdict, adjudicated 
to be worthless in the cure, mitigation 
and treatment of any kind of internal 
cancer in man ...” 


It will be noted that this proposed 
Injunction presumes that the jury “ad- 
judicated the treatment to be worth- 
less,” whereas the Judge made a favor- 
able verdict for the Clinic impossible 
on the basis of alleged “mislabeling,” 
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without regard to the therapeutic value 
of the medicine. 


Equally significant is the repeated re- 
ferences to “internal cancer,” a tacit 
admission by the prosecutors that the 
treatment does cure “external cancer.” 


Enemies started out by denying that 
any kind of cancer yielded to the treat- 
ment. They still say this in their pro- 
paganda, but where legal documents 
are involved they limit themselves to 
the use of the term “internal.” 


External cancer is as deadly and as 
great a killer as internal cancer! 








As this Defender goes to press, the 
Judge has not yet acted on the Injunc- 
tion.

HE BASIC QUESTION in this fight, 


involving the health and very lives 
of 40-million cancer victims in the 
United States is ... On which side is 


truth? 


As a general rule, the most intricate 
problem can be reduced to simple fac- 
tors. Someone has said: “Truth can be 
stated in easy and understandable lan- 
guage.” The facts in this instance are 
not difficult to analyze. Two stand out 
in bold relief. 


Fact Number One. The Hoxsey treat- 
ment cures cancer both internal and ex- 
ternal. In the words of Federal Judge 
William H. Atwell’s decision of De- 
cember 21, 1950: “That the respond- 
ents’ treatment is not injurious. Some 
it cures, and some it does not cure, and, 
some it relieves somewhat. That re- 
spondents do not guarantee to cure.” 


Judge Atwell saw 22 cured patients 
take the witness stand in his court, 
studied their biopsy reports and other 
records, heard their stories and eval- 
uated the evidence. 


Fact Number Two. Enemies who 
stand to sustain heavy financial losses 
running into the billions of dollars, 
when the Hoxsey treatment gains gen- 
eral acceptance, say that it does not 
cure cancer. 


Truth is of God, therefore mighty, 
and must triumph in the end. False- 
hood and error often occupy the throne 
for a time, while truth is on the scaf- 
fold, but changes come as fervently 
stated by James Russell Lowell: 


Though the cause of evil prosper, 
Yet ‘tis truth alone is strong: 
Though her portion be the scaffold, 
And upon the throne be wrong; 
Yet that scaffold sways the future, 
And, behind the dim unknown, 
Standeth God within the shadow 
Keeping watch above His own. 
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Foreword: The information contained 
in this expose is, in great part, taken 
from the diaries of a competent British 
staff officer whose experience while 
serving in exceptional capacities under 
the British Foreign Office, afforded 
him insight into the Near East situa- 
tion during World War I. 


In making these diaries available to 
me, a promise was exacted which has 
never been violated. In our last meet- 
ing before departing to his homeland, 
he stressed the ascendency of the Jew 
in England and for that reason made it 
emphatic that publication of his identi- 
ty relating to any subject matter which 
I might subsequently publish, would 
be undesirable until such time as men 
are free to expose the Jew-Zionist men- 
ace in their own country without dan- 
ger of being persecuted and defamed. 





Prior to Turkey’s defeat in World 
War I, Palestine and its Arabs had 
been governed for 673 years (see 
King’s Complete History of World War 
I) as a part of the Turkish Empire. 


It should be remembered that Tur- 
key’s defeat was accomplished as a re- 
sult of complicated negotiations be- 
tween the Grand Shereef of Mecca, 
Emir Hussein, and the British Govern- 
ment. In late October 1914 Lord Kitch- 





ener, England’s Minister of War, in- 
formed Shereef with positive assur- 
ance that England would support Hus- 
sein and his Arabs if they would revolt 
and declare for England against Tur- 
key. This resulted in a secret alliance 
between the Grand Shereef Hussein 
and Great Britain, which ended the 
first phase of the Anglo-Arab negotia- 
tions (see Eighth Crusade Diary page 
61). 

An interval in the negotiating ensued 
between December 1914 and July 1915, 
during which eight diplomatic notes 
were passed between Shereef Hussein 
of Mecca, and a newly appointed High 
Commissioner for Egypt, Sir Henry 
McMahon. These notes, together, con- 
stituted what is now known as the “Mc- 
Mahon Correspondence” (see page 69 
Eighth Crusade Diary). 


DIPLOMATIC DUPLICITY 


The price demanded of Great Britain 
by the Arabs in the Damascus Cove- 
nant, was independence and nothing 
short of complete independence and 
sovereignty for the Arab nations. Brief- 
ly stated, the Damascus Covenant was 
authored by a Nationalist group called 
“The Young Arab Societies” who ne- 
gotiated the Covenant with Lord Kitch- 
ener in behalf of Great Britain. It pro- 
vided for: 


1. Recognition by Great Britain of 
complete independence of the Arab 


countries. 


2. The conclusion of a defensive al- 
liance between Great Britain and the 
Sovereign Arab States. 


3. Economic preference to be granted 
Great Britain by the Sovereign Arab 
States. 


It was promised in the McMahon- 
Hussein Letters (see McMahon-Hussein 
Letters, University of California Libra- 
ry, Berkeley) that in return for recog- 
nition and support by Great Britain, of 
Arab sovereignty, the Shereef of Mecca 
would conclude a treaty on the basis 
of the Covenant of Damascus, to pro- 
vide that the Arab divisions in the 
Turkish Army in Syria would rise in 
rebellion against Turkey (see Eighth 
Crusade Diary page 65). It was also 
provided that in event Arab assistance 
resulted in Turkey’s defeat, the Arab 
would be brought, as a whole, into the 
war on the side of England. 


It is necessary to bear in mind that 
modern Palestine is a creation of the 
defunct League of Nations (a Jewish 
project) which carved out of the south- 
ern tip of Syria, enough territory to 
form the present area of modern Pal- 
estine, almost double in size to the Pal- 
estine of ancient times. 


It should also be understood that, 
while boundaries were mentioned and 
“guaranteed” by the British Govern- 
ment through the McMahon-Hussein 
Treaty and the Damascus Covenant, 
proscribing the limits of the proposed 
sovereignty of Arab domain, these lim- 
its were never definitely described. Eng- 
land’s need for Arab assistance was so 
great that she was prepared to promise 
anything. Her empire was at stake and 
Arab help was needed to save it. 


A reading of the McMahon corres- 
pondence reveals that Hussein was al- 
lowed to remain ignorant of the true 
state of affairs, namely that the British 
Government was not its own master — 
being bound by secret committments 
and precedent. Promoters of French 
colonialism with their millions of Arab 
slaves in North Africa, Syria and other 
areas were holding the knife then (as 
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— En _ back. Behind beth 
md and France were conspiri 
Satted leaders, plotting to prem 
the Iong range objectives of the First 
Zionist Congress formulated at Basle, 
Switzerland in 1897, namely the ulti- 
mate invasion and occupation of Pal- 
estine. 

A summation of the McMahon-Hus- 
sein negotiations reveals the essence of 
fraud. Actually, the officials of the Brit- 
ish Government were mortgaging prop- 
erty of which they had already dispos- 
ed, while contracting a debt they well 
knew would never be paid. 























The fraudulent policy initiated by 
McMahon in the letters which bear his 
name has been confirmed and perpetu- 
ated by the British Government in a 
succession of broken agreements and 
deceptive denials — a pitiful exhibition 
of deceit and treachery for which any 
nation could expect to encounter judg- 
ment at the hands of a righteous God. 


ZIONISTS IN ENGLAND 


Having obtained from the High Com- 
missioner for Egypt, Sir Henry McMa- 
hon, explicit assurances on the basic 
question of the geographical delimita- 





tion of Arab independence and sever- 
eignty, and having faith that England 
would keep her word, Hussein was 
content to allow the question of French 
interests in Syria to stand over until 
after the War. By July 1917 the Grand 
Shereef of Mecca had united with the 
Allies. He had been hoodwinked by the 
British foreign office. 


The Arab forces held rigidly to their 
agreements. The historic revolt of the 
important Arab forces within the Turk- 
ish armies resulted in the immediate 
defeat of Turkey (see King’s Complete 
History of World War I page 360). 
This made possible the invasion of Aus- 
tria-Hungary by the Allied Powers, the 
victorious entry of General Allenby in- 
to Jerusalem on December 10, 1917, 
and the early defeat of Germany. 


The year 1917 began ominously, 
with Zionism becoming increasingly 
powerful and influential in all parts of 
the world. An Anglo-Jewish conspir- 
acy was already shaping up with re- 
gard to Palestine which, had it been 
known by the Shereef Hussein, would 
have quickly driven him straight back 
into the Turkish camp (see page 88 
Eighth Crusade Diary). 

This conspiracy counted among its 
members the most powerful and influ- 
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ential Jews in London. They organized 
what was known as the Zionist Politi- 
cal Committee, and its first meeting 
took place on February 7, 1917 at the 
London House of Dr. Moses Gaster, 
chief Rabbi of the rdic Commun- 
ity and President of the English Zionist 
Federation (see London Daily Times 
February 8, 1917). Present at the meet- 
ing were Lord Rothschild, James de 
Rothschild, Lord Samuel, Nahum Sok- 
olof, Chaim Weizmann, Herbert Bent- 
wich, Harry Sacher, Joseph Cowen, 
“1 Sir Mark Sykes (a pliable non- 
ew). 


Here, at this inaugural meeting of 
the Zionist Political Committee, was 
discussed in detail the full Zionist pro- 
gram which was to serve as a basis for 
the official British Government negoti- 
ations, covering the future mandates 
of Palestine and other Arab districts. 
A more perfect double cross never was 
negotiated. 


It is important to note that this am- 
bitious program relating to the dispos- 
al, in advance, by a powerful clique of 
English Jews, of that part of the Near 
East which was destined to come under 
British Mandate power had been draft- 
ed prior to 1917. The censpirators were 
assured of the unofficial but fervent 
support of the British Cabinet (see 
page 97 Eighth Crusade Diary), de- 
spite the fact that the ink was hardly 
dry en McMahon’s crucial letter dated 
October 24, 1916. 


Another meeting was held by the 
Zionist Political Committee on Febru- 
ary 8, 1917, the day after the inaugur- 
al. This occurred in the London house 
of Sir Mark Sykes (see London Times 
February 9, 1917) at which time the 
secret Sykes-Picot Treaty was discus- 
sed in the light of the Zionist policy, 
set forth on the day previous. 


ZIONISTS IN AMERICA 


After these two meetings the chair- 
man, Nahum Sokolof, was authorized 
to cable the decisions to the Zionist Or- 
ganization of America for by then it 
had been decided that the outcome of 
World War I, and the ultimate fate of 
the nations, lay not on their battlefields, 
but in the full force of the international 
Jewish money power. 


At this time, so great was the influ- 
ence exerted by Jews holding high of- 
fice under President Woodrow Wilson, 
both on the Chief Executive and mem- 
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bers of the Cengress, that the national 
policy of the United States was virtu- 
ally controlled by Zionist Jewry. 

Early in 1917, when the Allies were 
perilously near defeat and facing bank- 
ruptcy, who should be selected by the 
British King but the Jew, Rufus Daniel 
Isaacs (Viscount Reading), to cross the 
ocean and prevail upon the Zionist 
Jews of the United States to do every- 
thing possible to bring this Country in- 
to World War I against the German 
and Turkish Empires. 

As a result of the terrific pressure, 
and by the strong influence and de- 
mands of Supreme Court Justice Louis 
Brandeis (a Jew) upon President Wil- 
son, war was declared April 6, 1917, 
thereby committing the United States 
to the dictates of Zion — the political 
forces of which were concentrated in 
London, where the Zionist conspiracy 
for ultimate world domination had been 
carefully organized. 



































To ensure the badly needed financial 
support of the Rothschild and Jewish 
cooperation throughout the world a 
Mandate was created which gave the 
British Government custody of the gate- 
way to India, the Suez Canal. By call- 
ing raped Palestine, a Jewish National 
Home, opposition in America, France, 
and Italy was effectively silenced. To 
offset any objection that the Mandate 
was a breach of England’s promise to 
the Arabs, the Zionists “magnanimous- 
ly” proposed to bestow upon them the 
territory which had belonged to them 
for over 1200 years, the arid desert of 
Negev. 

Subsequently, on November 2, 1917, 
the notorious Balfour Declaration was 
issued in the form of a letter to Lord 
Rothschild, by the British Foreign Sec- 
retary, Sir Arthur Balfour. This infa- 
mous repudiation of the solemn obli- 
gation made by the British Government 
to the Arabs is one of the blackest 
pages of human history. 


ZIONISTS ATTACK EGYPT 


The latest manifestation of Zionism’s 
hidden hand controlling the Govern- 
ments of England and France, was ob- 
served when Israel’s armies invaded 
Egypt. English and French troops be- 
gan killing Egyptians at the same time 
in one of the most flagrant acts of ag- 
gression known to military history. 


David Ben-Gurion, the anti-Christ of 


the Middle East, gloated over the great 
“victory” in the desert fighting, but 
there are reasons for believing that 
Egypt would have quickly erased his 
invading forces had not England and 
France struck from the other direction 
according to the prearranged Zionist 
pattern of attack. 


Truth is on the side of the down- 
trodden and exploited Arabs who have 
been driven into the Soviet orbit at 
economic levels by Zionist manipula- 
tions inside the Governments of the 
West, and their cause must therefore 
triumph in the end — assuming that 
the principal of moral force still exists 
in the world. 

That the American State Department 
and the White House has been able, so 
far, to resist Zionist pressure, is one of 
the heartening and miraculous develop- 


ments of the present hour. 


I will conclude this discussion with 
a quotation from an article by Pro- 
fessor W. T. Stace entitled “The Zion- 
ist Illusion” which appeared in the Feb- 
ruary 1947 edition of The Atlantic 
Monthly: 

“The Arab case is in essence, this. 
The Arabs constitute a large majority 
of the inhabitants of Palestine. This is 
not only true now, but it has been true 
since somewhere near the beginning of 
the Christian era — that is to say, for 
nearly two thousand years. The Arabs 
in Palestine are opposed, rightly or 
wrongly, to any mass immigration of 
Jews. Therefore the majority of the 
inhabitants of Palestine are opposed 
to such a mass-immigration. But ac- 
cording to the principle of self-determi- 
nation, which is the accepted principle 
of international justice, the affairs of a 
country must be governed by the wishes 
of the majority of its inhabitants, and 
any attempt of an outside country to 
override by force the wishes of such a 
majority is aggression. Therefore the 
actions of Zionists, of Great Britain, 
and of America, in seeking to force on 
Palestine a mass immigration of Jews 
contrary to the wishes of the Arab ma- 
jority, constitute acts of aggression 
and are contrary to the principles of in- 
ternational justice, self-determination, 
and democracy ... 

“Thus it will be seen that the Arab 
case rests squarely on the admitted 
principles of international justice.”

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THE MIDDLE MAN 


Christmas Sermon

“For unto us a child is born, unto 
us a son is given: and the government 
shall be upon his shoulder: and his 
name shall be called Wonderful, Coun- 
sellor, The mighty God, The everlast- 
ing Father, The Prince of Peace.” 
Isaiah 9:6. 


I HAPPEN TO BE one of those who 

still welcomes the coming of Christ- 
mas with all the glad anticipation of 
my childhood. For me Christmas has 
never become dull and commonplace. 




















The chaste simplicity, the restraint, 
the charm, and the illuminating detail 
with which Matthew and Luke tell of 
the birth of the Saviour of men, still 
appeals to me as the sweetest, the gen- 
tlest, the tenderest and purest utteranc- 
es in the whole history of the written 
word. And I still stand in wondrous 
awe, as I did in the days of my child- 
hood, before the sublime mystery of 
Deity wrapped in swaddling clothes 
and strained close to the heart of a 
pure-minded, sweet-spirited Oriental 
girl, And that wonderful term, “In- 
carnation,” still lingers on my ear, af- 
ter all these mysterious years, like the 
notes of a great music. 


I still feel, as I felt the first time I 
ever heard the story of Christmas, that 
Christmas is proof and demonstration 





that something truly wonderful, abid- 
ing and permanent, happened to the 
weary, lonely world on that star-stud- 
ded Judaean night when kingly-faced 
hosts filled the sky and poured out their 
golden notes upon the Infant and His 
bed of straw. 


Certainly he is to be pitied who can 
reflect upon all this without his emo- 
tions being exalted, without the noblest 
and purest qualities of his being rising 
to the surface. 


Christmas is coming again. The stars 
are coming out in the clear, frosty 
skies, and the tender notes of “Silent 
Night” are going to float out over the 
aching, groaning earth and whisper 
their message of good will, peace, and 
hope. The light of Bethlehem will go on 
shining in the darkness, and the dark- 
ness will be unable to drown it out. 


THE MIDDLE MAN 


I know of no single verse in the Bible 
that so completely sets forth the nature 
of the Saviour as the one I have chosen 
as the basis for this Christmas sermon. 
I know this verse is a prophecy of the 
birth of Christ because no child but the 
Child Jesus was ever born who could 
be called “Wonderful, Counsellor, The 
mighty God, The everlasting Father, 
The Prince of Peace.” I know that this 
prophecy was fulfilled in the birth of 


Christ because the Resurrection, the 
conversion of Saul of Tarsus, and the 
Christian Church and its influence, have 
been absolutely established as facts of 
history. 


In the first place, “a child is born.” 
That is humanity. The Saviour is man. 
He is not man in any artificial, abstract, 
mechanical, theological way, as even 
the best of us have a tendency to be- 
lieve. He is man by virtue of the fact 
that He was born. He was born as we 
were born. He was born of a human 
mother, although conceived by the 
Holy Spirit. 


Let me emphasize it: the humanity 
of the Saviour is as genuine as the hu- 
manity of any man that ever lived. He 
is man by virtue of the fact that He was 
born. 


But He is more than man. His name 
is “Wonderful, Counsellor, The mighty 
God, The everlasting Father, The 
Prince of Peace.” 


That is Deity. 


Humanity and Deity blend la the 
Person of the Saviour. And in some 
sublimely mysterious way that a legion 
of archangels could never comprehend 
and understand, they blend as naturally 
and genuinely as the colors that form 
the rainbow. 


The Saviour is not God. The Saviour 
is not man. He is God-man. There are 
not two different persons; there is but 
one Person. There is but a single Per- 
son. He is not Son of man in one set 
of circumstances, and Son of God in 
another; He is not Jesus today, and 
Christ tomorrow. He is Jesus Christ. 


This means that He is what Paul 
said He is — the Middle Man. “For 
there is one God, and one mediator be- 
tween God and man, the man Christ 
Jesus.” 

A mediator is a go-between. A medi- 
ator is the middle man. Who is Jesus 
Christ? He is not God. He is not man. 
He is the Middle Man. 


I submit to you that the world never 
knew the Middle Man until He came on 
the scene there in Bethlehem’s manger. 
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The Word existed from all eternity; in- 
deed, He is the Father of eternity. Hu- 
manity had existed from the creation 
of Adam. But it was not until Mary 
brought forth her firstborn son that 
the God-man, the Middle Man, appear- 
ed in history. Something happened in 
Bethlehem that had never before hap- 
pened in eternity: the Middle Man ap- 
peared. 


And I believe the Middle Man is 
here to stay, to stay throughout all eter- 
nity. I have seen it suggested by some 
theologians that the time may come 
when the Middle Man will no longer 
be the Middle Man. I don’t believe it! 
I believe that what happened in Bethle- 
hem 2000 years ago happened for all 
eternity. I believe the Middle Man is 
“the same yesterday, and to day, and 
for ever.” When a child is born into 
this world that child becomes a dis- 
tinct entity, and that entity remains 
distinct throughout all eternity. I don’t 
believe that less can be said of Jesus 
Christ. 

And so, again, Bethlehem means the 
appearance in history, and for the 


first time, of the Middle Man. 


REDEMPTION 


The great central thought of Christ- 
mas is Redemption. Indeed, the great 
central thought of the Bible is Redemp- 
tion. The Middle Man equates with Re- 
demption. Redemption equates with the 
Middle Man. 


Redemption is premised on the fact 
of sin. The fact of sin has been obscur- 
ed by the oversimplification of the sen- 
timentalists on the one hand, and by 
shallow Modernists on the other. 


What is sin? We say the Devil 
brought sin into the world. That isn’t 
true; sin brought the Devil here. We 
say that drunkenness, murder, licenti- 
ousness, and hate are sin. That isn’t 
true; they are the effects of sin. When 
we speak of sin we are all the time 
speaking of the effects of sin, not of 
the essence of sin. 


What is the essence of sin? What is 
sin? 

We don’t know. But we know that 
sin is a ghastly fact of such magnitude 
that the Incarnation and its conse- 
quences are premised upon it. The In- 





carnation is the only adequate remedy 
for it. We know that sin is such an au- 
dacious thing that it does not hesitate 
to try to bribe the Son of God to fall 
down and worship the Devil! Think 
of that, will you! Sin is such a ghastly 
thing that it pulls the beard of the Son 
of God out by the roots, spits in His 
face, crowns Him with thorns, ties His 
hands behind His back, and scourges 
Him until He is a bleeding, quivering 
mass of flesh so marred that He doesn’t 
resemble a man. Sin is such a ghastly 
thing that it crucifies God Incarnate to 
a Roman stake. 


That’s sin! 


To deny the validity of the third 
chapter of Genesis is to sweep away 
the premise for the Incarnation. If the 
third chapter of Genesis is not true, 
there never was any reason for a Vir- 
gin-born Saviour, never any reason for 
an Atonement, never any reason for a 
Resurrection. If the third chapter of 
Genesis is not true, then the Gospel 
makes no sense to anybody with any 
sense. 

And this is exactly the reason why 
the Modernists reject the Incarnation. 
This is exactly the reason why the evo- 
lutionists reject the Gospel. A Modern- 
ist doesn’t believe in the substitution- 
ary death of Christ because he never 
has seen the necessity for such a death. 
An evolutionist doesn’t believe in the 
resurrection of Christ because he has 
never seen any reason for a resurrec- 
tion. 

Of course not. 

Why do I believe in the ghastly fact 
of sin? Why do I believe in the validi- 
ty of the third chapter of Genesis? I 
believe in it because I don’t believe 
that the record of the Incarnation and 
its consequences is fiction. I believe the 
third chapter of Genesis because I don’t 
believe that Jesus Christ was either an 
idiot or that He committed suicide. 
That is a monstrous suggestion. And 
this is exactly what is affirmed when 
you deny the fact and magnitude of sin 
as they are revealed in the third chap- 
ter of Genesis. 


THE ONLY REMEDY 


The Incarnation affirms the fact of 
sin. The Incarnation is premised on the 
fact of sin. The fact of sin is the only

When it comes to lodgings, I 
choose the cheapest, and I must al- 
sO pay my transportation out of 
the $50 monthly allowance that I 
receive from your Mission. The 
only savings I can make are at the 
restaurant. In spite of this, I am 
forced to leave towns and villages 
where there is still fertile ground 
for sowing the Gospel seed. I have 
never mentioned this to anyone be- 
fore except God. 

“Last year as I was laboring for 
the Lord in a town, I slipped in the 
snow and dislocated my wrist. I 
could not afford a doctor, and 
someone who did not know any- 
thing about it tried to fix it, but it 
is still dislocated and painful. 


“Sometimes I meet people who 
lack even their daily bread. I just 
cannot tolerate such conditions and 
prefer to go hungry myself and 
help others out cf my necessity. 
However, I praise God for the priv- 
ilege of suffering for Him,” 


Such a spirit of sacrifice shames 
us. How often have we gone hun- 
gry for the sake of the Gospel? 
This Christmas shall we not share 
our comparative abundance with 
those who are struggling against 
poverty and persecution to bring 
the Gospel to the villages of 
Greece? We invite you to adopt 
this or another missionary in Greece 
by contributing regularly toward 
his ministry — even $5 or $10 a 
month will go a long way. Each 
month you will receive thrilling re- 
ports and thus you will be a real 
missionary by proxy. Even one dol- 
lar will bring 22 Ibs. of U.S. Sur- 
plus food to this or any of our 
other missionaries.

of the Middle Man. 


The great central fact of this Bible 
is the fact of sin. The next great cen- 
tral fact of this Bible is the fact of re- 
demption from sin. The Bible, in both 
the Old and New Testaments, declares 
that there is but one remedy for sin: 
the shedding of blood. All the prophets 
of the Old Testament declare this. John 
the Baptist declares it. Our Lord Jesus 
Christ said: “For this is my blood of 
the new testament, which is shed for 
many for the remission (forgiveness) 
of sins.” And we read, . without 
shedding of blood is no remission” 
(forgiveness). 


If this be true, then any sensible per- 
son must surely know that only sin- 
less blood could ever atone for sinful 
blood. If there must be an offering of 
blood, then the blood must come from 
the veins of a spotless sacrifice. 


Then, if the Bible is right on the 
uestion, where are you going to get 
the spotless sacrifice for the sins of the 
world? In all the ages of history the 
race has never developed a spotless 
character. If you are going to have 
such a sacrifice, he will have to come 
from without the human race. 


Ah, the Bible makes sense. The In- 
carnation, once you concede the reali- 
ty of sin, makes sense. The coming of 
the Middle Man into the world makes 


sense. The Atonement makes sense. 


And the blending of humanity and 
Deity into the Person of the Middle 
Man makes sense. The union of the 
two natures is demanded of an ade- 
quate Mediator. The Middle Man must 
have fellowship with both parties. And 
that fellowship must be on equality; it 
must be natural and genuine; it never 
can be artificial and mechanical. 


The Middle Man must be on intimate 
terms with Deity, and He must be on 
intimate terms with humanity. In other 
words, He must be one with Deity, and 
He must be one with humanity. Which 
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is to say, He must be God-man. As one 
has said: “Only by being possessed 
both of Deity and humanity could He 
comprehend the claims of the one and 
the needs of the other.” 


UNIVERSAL ATONEMENT 


And now, finally, I want to remind 
you of the good news that the Middle 
Man made a universal atonement. 
When He died, He died for all. There is 
a theological position which holds that 
the Middle Man died but for a hand- 
ful. We are told that before the foun- 
dation of the earth the Almighty de- 
creed that about 3 per cent of His 
creatures should be saved and the other 
97 per cent damned forever. And when 
we ask why, we are told that it was 
“for His glory.” 


How could it ever be for the glory 
of a God of light, in whom there is no 
darkness at all, to create a negation, a 
chaos? And that is what sin is; it is a 
negation; it is chaos. Such a proposi- 
tion that God could not glorify Him- 
self unless He created a negation, un- 
less He created a chaos, is a monstrous 
contradiction in terms. 


Now I believe in the Bible’s doctrine 
of predestination and election with all 
my heart. If it were not there I would 
despair of anybody being saved. The 
Bible’s doctrine of predestination and 
election is associated with grace and 
mercy. Before the foundation of the 
world God determined that His mercy 
and grace would never desert the saved 
until they were conformed to the image 
of Christ. 


But I believe that the Bible teaches 
that the Triune God always has, and 
always will do everything He can do, 
consistent with His character and con- 
sistent with the free moral nature of 
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man, to save every soul ever born into 
this world. We are told that God can 
do anything. That is false. God cannot 
do anything that is inconsistent with 
His nature. 


There are many things that an hon- 
est man cannot do and remain an hon- 
est man. There are many things that 
a virtuous woman cannot do and re- 
main a virtuous woman. God cannot 
save a moral being against His will. 
And the alternative to a world of free 
moral beings is a mechanical world of 
robots. 


What does the Book say about it? 
You know what it says: It says all have 
sinned, and it says that He has laid 
on the Middle Man the iniquity of us 
all. It says: “For God so loved the 
world, that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in him 
—— not perish, but have everlasting 
ife 


We are told by some that Paul teach- 
es God chose a handful to be saved and 
that He chose the vast majority to be 
damned. But what does Paul himself 
say about the universality of the Atone- 
ment? “For there is one God, and one 
mediator between God and men, the 
man Christ Jesus; Who gave himself 
a ransom for all.” 


And what does Peter say about it? 
“The Lord is not slack concerning his 
promise, as some men count slackness; 
but is longsuffering to us-ward, not 
willing that any should perish, but that 
all should come to repentance.” 


Knowing God as I do through the 
revelation He has given me of Himself 
in His Word, when I am told that God 
is “not willing that any should perish, 
but that all should come to repent- 
ance,” I know it means that the Triune 
God has done, is doing, always will do 
all that the Triune God can do to save 
every man, woman, and child on this 
earth. 

If it doesn’t mean that, then tell me, 
I pray you, what does it mean? 


What is hell? It is an infinite nega- 
tion. It is infinite chaos. And it is more 
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than that: I tell you, and I say it with 
profound reverence, hell is a ghastly 
monument to the failure of the Triune 
God to save the multitudes who are 
there. I say it reverently, I say it with 
every nerve in my body tense: sinners 
go to hell because God Almighty Him- 
self couldn’t save them! He did all He 
could. He failed. 


If this isn’t the most tremendous 
thought in the universe, I know not 
what it could be. 


Christmas means the coming into the 
world of the Middle Man. He came to 
save us. He came to save us all. He 
will not only save Rahab the harlot; 
He will enshrine her name in the 
“Westminister Abbey of God’s faith- 
ful.” 





Blessed be God, the Middle Man 
means redemption; redemption for you, 
redemption for me, redemption for ev- 
erybody else. Look at that poor thief 
hanging beside the Middle Man on 
wind-swept Golgotha. He believes in 
his heart that the Middle Man is the 
Lord of glory. He confesses his belief 
with his lips; confesses it publicly, in 
a voice so loud that all can hear. “Lord, 
remember me when thou comest into 
thy kingdom.” 


You believe in your heart that I am 
Lord? You confess your belief with 
your mouth? I have said that if any 
man would believe in his heart and 
would confess with his mouth, he 
should be saved — 


“Verily I say unto thee, To day shalt 
thou be with me in paradise.” 

















THE CAVE WHERE JOSEPH AND MARY HID JESUS 





ON HIS TRIP through the Middle 

East last year, Dr. Winrod visited 
the ancient Coptic Church of Cairo, 
built over a cave (shown above) in 
which Joseph, Mary and the Christ 
Child are believed to have lived during 
their sojourn into Egypt to escape the 
wrath of Herod. 

“The angel of the Lord appeareth 
to Joseph in a dream, saying, Arise, 
and take the young child and his moth- 
er, and flee into Egypt; and be thou 
there until I bring thee word: for Her- 
od will seek the young child to destroy 
him. When he arose, he took the young 
child and his mother by night, and de- 
parted into Egypt.” (Matthew 2:13-14) 


It is not unreasonable to suppose 
that the trio would have sought the 





shelter of a cave. Hallowed claims have 
been made, down across the centuries, 
for the above location. Coptic Chris- 
tians have strong arguments for its re- 
liability. This branch of the Faith, the 
origin of which dates back to the dawn 
of the Christian era, has always been 
predominantly Egyptian. 


The Church, which began in the dis- 
tant past as a small chapel over the 
cave, and gradually grew into a large 
and imposing edifice, is regarded as 
one of the most important religious 
shrines of the Middle East. A large 
number of tourists from the United 
States visit it every year and are receiv- 
ed courteously by the priests in charge. 
Services are held regularly on the 
premises. 
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MANY CUSTOMS, forms, symbols, 

ceremonies and rituals have devel- 
oped like coating, over the greatest 
historical event of all time — the birth 
of the Saviour of men. 


There are social and commercial ac- 
tivities, red lights, laurel wreaths, cedar 
trees, sleigh bells, tinsel, decorations, 
the exchange of gifts, merry greetings 
and big meals topped with turkey 
roasts. But this is not Christmas! 


These are only externals, hollow and 
without significance, except as they 
focus thought on the glorious fact that 
we have seen God in human form on 
this planet. Bethlehem became the scene 
of this fusing of the divine with the 
human, the natural with the eternal. 


We look back upon the event with 
glad hearts during the Christmas sea- 
son. We are reminded by this annual 
festival that “God so loved that he 
gave.” 


There is one vital and particular 
phase of the Christmas message and 
manifesto that transcends all others. It 
is the source and keynote of the entire 
celebration. I refer to the biological 
factor of Christ’s birth. 


Was the birth of the Babe in Beth- 
lehem’s manger like the genetic origin 
of ordinary mortals? Or was it a dif- 





ferent and isolated event in the history 
of the world? 


These are fundamental questions 
which press in when we try to appraise 
and evaluate the impact that this Man 
made upon humanity. In thirty-three 
years, there was released from His Per- 
son, sufficient power to turn the tides 
and change the currents of human his- 
tory. 


CHURCH LEADERS QUOTED 


There are theological implications to 
be considered. One of the articles of 
faith in the universally used Apostles’ 
Creed affirms: “And in Jesus Christ his 
only Son our Lord, who was conceived 
by the Holy Ghost and born of the 
Virgin Mary.” 


Think of the unnumbered multitudes, 
across the centuries of Christianity, 
who have accepted and repeated these 
words, in solemn worship! Think also 
of the leftist theologians standing be- 
hind the pulpit desk, who repudiate 
them! 


If the power of God brought into 
existence the first woman without fa- 
ther or mother, why should it be 
thought a thing incredible that the 
same power should bring the divine 
Saviour into the world by a super- 
natural agency? 
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The fact of Christ’s deity stands or 
falls, depending upon the validity of 
the doctrine of the Virgin Birth. If 
supernaturally born, He was God in- 
carnate. If humanly born, He was a 
member of the human race like every 
other human being, like Judas who be- 
trayed Him, like the thief who railed 
against Him, like the unbeliever who 
scoffs at Him. His Virgin Birth, on the 
other hand, makes Him unique, incom- 
parable and unlike any other person 
who ever lived on this earth. 


It is not surprising that the doctrine 
of the Virgin Birth has been under 
constant attack throughout Church his- 
tory. The forces of skepticism, unbelief, 
atheism and modernism have been and 
are now mobilized against it. Higher 
criticism has levelled its most powerful 
thunderbolts against this citadel of 
Christian truth. 


Yield here and the forces of anti- 
Christ gain a strategic victory. Stand 
firm at this point and the Church of 
Jesus Christ need have no fear of ever 
being compelled to lower its banners. 


Perhaps you have heard the careless 
statement made that science has dis- 
proved the Virgin Birth. This most em- 
phatically is not the case. I ask, what 
science? Which department of science 
has assembled evidence and submitted 
facts disproving the Virgin Birth? 


Science has not disproved the Virgin 
Birth. Science has not proved the Vir- 
gin Birth. Science has nothing to say 
about the Virgin Birth. The Virgin 
Birth of Christ is a miracle and there- 
fore outside the realm of science. 
Science stands mute in the presence of 
miracles. Science deals only with things 
natural. Miracles are supernatural. 
Christianity is supernaturalism. Every 
fundamental of historical and evangel- 
ical Christianity involves the super- 
natural. 


THE UNIQUE CHRIST 


The entire life of Jesus, from man- 
ger to ascension, was different from the 
course of ordinary human beings. 


His boyhood was unique; when but 
twelve years old, He conversed with 
and confuted lawyers and theologians. 
His baptism at the hands of John on 
Jordan’s banks was different from all 
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other candidates, being sanctioned and 
sealed by a supernatural manifestation 
and a voice from heaven. 


His spoken utterances were of a na- 
ture that surpassed all discourses be- 
fore and since. His miracles place Him 
in a class to Himself, above the found- 
ers and leaders of all other religious 
systems. 


His lofty claims, divine titles, heaven- 
ly attributes, supernatural works, su- 
preme authority and sinless character, 
all bear indubitable evidence to His 
deity. 

Since He differed so conspicuously 
from the rest of mankind during His 
life, the claims made for His birth 
should not be thought unreasonable. 
Common consistency demands that we 
affirm full confidence in the evangelical 
doctrine of the Virgin Birth. 


If the Virgin Birth of Jesus is a 
myth, then prophecy is unreliable, his- 
tory is false, faith is superstition, the 
Christian Creed is without foundation, 
the old ship of Zion has lost her chart 
and compass, Christmas is pagan, Mary 
was a fallen girl and Jesus a bastard. 
Every crimson candle that decorates 
the doors and windows of homes during 
the Christmas season, gleams forth a 
celebrated and certain testimony of 
the supernatural origin of the Babe in 


Bethlehem. 


The late Dr. J. H. Jowett, who for 
years filled one of the large pulpits of 
New York City, left on record this 
statement: 


“My brethren, the Jesus of the new 
theology is a Jesus I can admire, is a 
Jesus in whose presence I can take off 
my hat. But He is not a Jesus before 
whom I can go on my knees and wor- 
ship. The Jesus of the new theology is 
the last link of that chain and not the 
first. He is empty and impoverished of 
divinity, and I cannot kneel in his pres- 
ence and say, ‘My Lord and my God’.” 


Dr. Jowett’s impatience with mem- 
bers of the clergy who, in the name of 
new theology would reduce Jesus to 
the level of men, was wholly justified. 
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These men preach a new Christ, a false 
Christ, a fictitious Christ, whose like- 
ness is not to be found in either Scrip- 
ture or history. 


REASONS FOR BELIEVING 


The following summary has been ar- 
ranged for accepting the basic fact of 
Christmas and believing the doctrine 


of the Virgin Birth. 


1. The only two New Testament nar- 
ratives we have of the birth of Jesus 
tell us that He was born of a virgin. 


2. The Gospels containing these nar- 
ratives are genuine documents of the 
apostolic age. 


3. The texts of these narratives have 
come down to us in their integrity. 


4, The two narratives of the Virgin 
Birth are independent. 


5. The narratives, nevertheless are 
not contradictory, but are complemen- 
tary and corroborative of each other. 


6. There are strongest reasons for be- 
lieving that Matthew’s narrative comes 
from the circle of Joseph and Luke’s 
from the circle of Mary. 


7. The Gospel of Mark, which em- 
braces only the public ministry of 
Jesus, does not contradict the other 
narratives. 


8. The Gospel of John does not con- 
tradict the other narratives, but pre- 
supposes them. 


9. John unquestionably knew the 
earlier Gospels, and is_ traditionally 
identified with opposition to the ear- 
liest known impugner of the Virgin 


Birth Cerinthus. 


10. Paul does not contradict the Vir- 
gin Birth. On the contrary, Luke, a 
chief witness of the Virgin Birth, was 
a companion of Paul and Paul’s lan- 
guage seems to presuppose some know- 
ledge of the fact. 





11. The doctrine of Paul and John, 
as of the New Testament generally, im- 
plies a miracle in the origin of Christ. 


12. The Gospels containing the nar- 
ratives of Christ’s birth were so far as 
known, received without question by 
the church from their first appearance. 


13. With the exception of the Ebion- 
ites — the narrowest sect of the Jewish 
Christians, and some of the Gnostic 
sects, the church from apostolic times 
universally accepted the fact of the 
Virgin Birth. 

14. The early church set high value 
on the Virgin Birth doctrinally, as at- 
testing (a) the true humanity of Christ, 
and (b) His superhuman dignity. 


15. The prophecy of Isaiah 7:14 is 
rightly applied by Matthew to the birth 
of Jesus. 

16. The perfect sinlessness of Christ, 
and the archetypal character of His 
humanity imply a miracle in His origin. 

17. The doctrine of the Incarnation 
of the pre-existent Son implies a mir- 
acle in Christ’s origin. 


18. The Virgin Birth answers his- 
torically to the conditions which faith 
postulates for the origin of Christ. 


We have all seen bad people trans- 
formed into good people through the 
power of the Gospel. We have seen sin- 
ners changed miraculously into saints. 
We do not question the miracle of the 
Virgin Birth because we see so many 
evidences of the virgin life of Christ 
imparted to those who have come to 


believe on His name.

Mr. Hunt is Insurance Commissioner 
for the State of Oklahoma. The name 
of the Company is Abstainers Nation- 
al Insurance Company. Its head office 
will be at Oklahoma City. 

















ON THE DATE the Company was of- 

ficially launched, an Oklahoma City 
newspaper carried a story which said, 
in part: 


“Rev. Sam Morris, Texas temperance 
evangelist who lost his dry hold on one 
insurance company, Tuesday formed a 
new automobile insurance company 
here to be operated by and for non- 
drinkers. 


“The new firm, Abstainers National 
Insurance Co., was domesticated with 
Commissioner Joe B. Hunt and will 
have home offices at 714 W. Grand, 
M:. Morris, who appeared at Hunt’s 
office, announced. 


“Morris organized a similar com- 
pany several years ago, and sold poli- 
cies only to persons who swore they 
did not and would not drink. 


“His original company had home 
offices in Iowa, and Morris lost control, 
then fell into a hot feud with controll- 
ing interests when drinkers were hired 
for the home office staff. He staged a 
sit-down strike in the Iowa insurance 
commissioner’s office once. 


“Morris said the new company will 
begin business with $100,000 capital 
and insure automobiles for non-drink- 
ing owners throughout the nation. 


“Articles of incorporation indicate 
Morris doesn’t intend to have a repeti- 
tion of the Iowa incident, in which 
drinking employees found their way 
onto the payroll. The articles of incor- 
— for the new company provide 
that: 


“All shareholders, bondholders, di- 
rectors, officers, agents, employees and 
policyholders shall be total abstainers 
from the use of beverage alcohol’.” 


* * * 
R. MORRIS is the most disliked 


man in America by the liquor in- 
terests. For more than a quarter of a 
century (when he first began using the 
air waves to advocate national sobrie- 


ty), he has been affectionately known 
to millions as the “Voice of Temper- 


In 1947 he expanded his activities 
to include the setting up of a company 
with home offices at Des Moines, to in- 
sure cars owned and driven by persons 
signing pledges to abstain from drink- 
ing during the duration of their poli- 
cies. 

Using as its slogan, “If you don't 
drink, Why pay for the accidents of 
those who do?” the company at once 
became popular in Christian circles 
throughout the nation. Many religious 
organizations cooperated from_ the 
start, including the Women’s Christian 
Temperance Union, practically all the 
Temperance Leagues of the Country 
and other groups known for their op- 
position to the liquor traffic. In nine 
years, the company built up five million 
dollars of assets. 

More than_ 150,000 policies were 
sold in an incredibly short time. Re- 
ceipts soared. Seven branch offices were 
established. Approximately 2,000 sales- 
men were enrolled. With Dr. Morris as 
President, ever-increasing numbers of 
Christians in every State of the Union, 
canceled their policies with other com- 
panies and turned to him. His com- 
pany’s rates were cheaper. 

Dr. Morris continued his traveling 
ministry of lecturing and preaching, 
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VOICE OF TEMPERANCE

leaving little time for the Des Moines 
office. Management rested in other 
hands. It was under these circumstanc- 
es that official positions began to be 
filled by liquor drinking individuals. 


Minutes of board meetings show that 
Dr. Morris protested against this be- 
trayal of the y’s ideals and pol- 
icyholders’ confidence but to no 
avail. Failing in this approach, he made 
the matter a public issue and was 
promptly voted out of the organization. 
He stepped down with a clear con- 
science, and the cenfidence of the Chris- 
tian public. 

During these intervening months, 
policyholders sharing his convictions 
with regard to liquor, have been ask- 
ing where to go for insurance of the 
kind his company originally offered. 


This question was answered on No- 
vember 13th when, far from forsaking 
his ideals and objectives, Dr. Morris 
and a group of highly reputable associ- 
ates launched the ... Abstainers Na- 
tional Insurance Company, with gener- 
al offices located at 714 West Grand 
Ave., Oklahoma City, Oklahoma. 


As stated in the foregoing newspaper 
article, all necessary steps have been 
taken to prevent what happened at Des 
Moines. Dr. Morris and his friends 
have learned the hard way, from ex- 
perience. As this Defender goes to 
press, word comes from Oklahoma City 
that inquiries and policy purchases are 
pouring in, despite the fact that little 
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publicity has so far been given the new 
venture. 

Most bad and costly wrecks on high- 
ways are these days caused by drink- 
ing drivers. One writer calls it a “mas- 
sacre.” Tens of thousands are being 
killed or maimed from this cause, every 
passing year.

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fought and killed one another in the 
streets. 

A group was organized to destroy 
the World Building, in which the news- 
paper was published that had opposed 
Lincoln so vigorously. It happened that 
James A. Garfield was in the city. 
Someone suggested that his presence on 
the platform, where telegrams were be- 
ing read at intervals describing Lin- 
coln’s condition, might calm the situa- 
tion. 

Garfield consented, stepped forward 
before the crowd, spoke in a clear voice 
and wove together some of the choicest 
gems from the book of Psalms that his 
mother had taught him during child- 
hood. Then he raised his hand, and 
now I shall read his words: 


“Fellow citizens: Clouds and dark- 
ness are ‘round about Him. His pavil- 
ion is dark waters and thick clouds of 
the sky. Justice and judgment are the 
establishment of His throne. Mercy and 
truth shall go before His face. Fellow 
citizens: God reigns, and the Govern- 
ment at Washington still lives.” 


This message, delivered on that dra- 
matic occasion, wrought like magic and 
from that moment law and order were 
restored in New York City. It seems 
to me that Garfield’s words are adapted 
to the present situation. They express 
the faith that should be ours, if we are 
to keep moral and spiritual balance, 
chart and compass, in the storm 
through which the nations are present- 
ly passing: “Fellow citizens: God 
reigns, and the Government at Wash- 
ington still lives.” 


HIGH RELIGIOUS TIDE NEEDED 


A revival of supernatural religion to 
ignite a spiritual flame in the soul of 





America, to involve the conscience and 
rebuild the national character, is the 
supreme need of the hour. High relig- 
ious tides are always accompanied by 
economic stability, national prosperity, 
sound foreign policies, domestic tran- 
quility and intelligence coupled with in- 
tegrity at the ballot box. 


There is an intimate connection be- 
tween national character and a good 
pay envelope. There is an intimate con- 
nection between moral consciousness 
and sound economics. There is an inti- 
mate connection between national in- 
tegrity and national well-being. There 
is an intimate connection between rever- 
ence for God and decisions made by 
leaders of government. 


We must exert all the moral and spir- 
itual strength we possess in tomorrow’s 
election, to keep God in American his- 











I ask you to note this fact ... that 
the Church of Jesus Christ is the 
world’s greatest character building in- 
stitution. This is because it deals with 
motives. It changes men’s hearts. It 
produces good society by producing 
good men. With all its flaws, faults and 
defects, it remains the best we have and 
should be supported. 


I would be less than loyal to my 
duty if I did not remark, however, that 
negative forces are at this hour boring 
from within the Church, devitalizing 
and destroying its creative power. 


History moves in cycles. We are to- 
day witnessing a revival of that system 
of unbelief known as English Deism, 
which contributed to the chaos of Con- 
tinental Europe during the seventeenth 
and eighteenth centuries. It helped pro- 
duce the blood bath known in history 
as the French Revolution. 


Briefly stated, English Deism as ex- 
pounded by Spinoza, rejected all the 
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miracles recorded in the Bible. It de- 
nied everything supernatural in Chris- 
tian faith and personal experience. On 
the other hand, the believer knows that 
every fundamental of the Christian re- 
ligion involves a miracle, faith in the 
supernatural. 


Nothing must be allowed to perman- 
ently weaken the Church life of our 
Country. Its message, unadulterated 
and powerful, is needed to keep the na- 
tional conscience alive and the nation 
in the path of God’s blessing. 


There was a banquet at Gilgal. We 
read about it in the fourth chapter of 
Second Kings. The prophet Elisha was 
a guest of honor. A meal was prepared. 
One of the younger men decided to 
make an experiment. He disregarded 
the counsel of others. He insisted on 
trying something new. A huge contain- 
er was filled with pottage and placed 
over the fire. An appetizing odor fill- 
ed the air. A good meal was in pros- 
pect. 


The young man went out and, the 
record says, “found a wild vine,” which 
he threw into the container. It was 
poison. Later the men cried: “There 
is death in the pot.” The experiment 
almost proved fatal. The prophet Elisha 
saved the situation. The guests did as 
the prophet instructed and they were 
saved. 


Let me say, there is death in the pot 
today when we set aside long-establish- 
ed American precedents, when we ig- 
nore or repudiate Christian doctrines 
that have stood the test of practical 
usage. The “wild vine” of left-wing 
radicalism in politics, and the “wild 
vine” of unbelief and skepticism in the 
Church are putting poison into the 
pottage. 


May God bring us back to the Con- 
stitution, back to the Word of God, 
back to the moral and spiritual prin- 
ciples that have made America great 
and a beacon light to the nations of 
the world. In Proverbs 22:28 we read: 
“Remove not the ancient landmark, 
which thy fathers have set.”

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LIFE AND LETTERS 
OF THE APOSTLE PAUL

FTER the epoch-making Council at 

Jerusalem, the first of its kind in 
the history of the Church, Paul and 
Barnabas returned to Antioch for the 
winter. Roads and mountain passes 
were blocked with snow. Vessels were 
tied up at docks. 


The place where Paul toiled, making 
tents, became a Gospel center. He and 
Barnabas continued as leaders of the 
local congregation. Silas had recently 
joined them from Jerusalem. With the 
coming of spring breezes and the prom- 
ise of summer, Paul said: “Let us go 
again and visit our brethren in every 
city where we have preached the word 
of the Lord, and see how they do.” This 
marked the beginning of Paul’s Second 
missionary tour. 


Barnabas agreed but thought they 
should take John Mark, his nephew. 
Paul rejected the proposal. It will be 
recalled that on their first trip, the 
young man had deserted them in the 
mountains of Pamphylia at a time 
when he was greatly needed. Paul 
could not risk having something of 
this kind happen again. 


The result was that, after a heated 
argument, the two parted company. At 
length it was decided that Barnabas 
should take Mark and return to Cyprus 
while Silas would accompany Paul in 
the other direction. This was a small 
thing to serve as a wedge between fast 
friends who had faced many perils to- 
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gether, but each man felt he was right 
and refused to yield. 


A good purpose was served, how- 
ever, in that two missionary tours 
started instead of one. There is no 
record that Paul and Barnabas ever 
met again. Any malice which may have 
developed, eventually disappeared, for 
we notice in Paul’s later writings he re- 
ferred affectionately to Barnabas and 
Mark. 


ANTIOCH TO LYSTRA 


Paul did not wish to go alone and 
found in Silas a suitable companion. 
The preaching of the latter had made 
a profound impression upon the Anti- 
och congregation. He was a convincing 
speaker and possessed courage. Silas 
shared with Paul the extraordinary 
achievement of invading the pagan 
world with the Gospel by carrying it 
out of Asia, into Europe, and to vast 
areas theretofore untouched. 


Barnabas and Mark took ship, and 
Paul and Silas started by land along 
the Roman road that led through pre- 
cipitous mountains to such centers of 
population as Tarsus, Derbe, Lystra 
and the regions beyond. They carried 
packs on their backs and had donkeys 
laden with provisions for a long jour- 
ney. Paul had traveled this same road, 
in the opposite direction, as a young 
man going from Tarsus to Jerusalem 
to pursue rabbinical studies in the

school of Gamaliel. There were little 
Churches in hamlets, off the highway, 
to be visited between the larger cities. 


Paul no doubt looked forward with 
great expectancy to reaching his old 
home in Tarsus. His father and mother 
were dead but the place held memories 
of bygone days. He had been back, for 
an extended stay after his conversion, 
during which time a Church was es- 
tablished. Old friends rejoiced at seeing 
him again. The Church had prospered. 


Leaving Tarsus, the two missionaries 
joined the stream of merchants and 
caravans moving on the highway that 
led through the Taurus mountains to 
the province of Lycaonia. A year had 
passed since Paul left Derbe. Rich 
memories and tender emotions flooded 
his mind and heart as he recalled the 
response which accompanied the pre- 
sentation of the Gospel message. There 
were large numbers of saints, stedfast 
in the faith, at Derbe, Lystra, Iconium, 
Antioch in Pisidia and other places 
along the way. 


Paul’s heart glowed at the thought 
of seeing and mingling with these peo- 
ple again. But time was precious and 
his visits were short. New missionary 
frontiers were ahead. His purpose on 
this trip was not to organize additional 
Churches, but rather to encourage 
members of existing assemblies. Con- 
sequently, unlike the previous visit, no 
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persecution was encountered. He did 
not preach in the market places. 


The trip to Lystra was pivotal. Paul 
was given a warm welcome, among 
others by Timothy, a young man who 
had already joined the Church there. 
He was the son of a Jewish-Christian 
mother and Greek father. Paul felt 
drawn to Timothy and invited him to 
join the missionary trek. This marked 
the beginning of a long and _ useful 
friendship in Gospel bonds, destined 
to reach down to the day when Paul’s 
execution would be ordered by Nero. 


Timothy was circumcised before leav- 
ing Lystra, not as an act essential to 
salvation, but rather a conciliatory ges- 
ture to Jewish groups still under the 
Talmudic yoke. No one demanded that 
Timothy be circumcised. It was not an 
issue like the one that had previously 
risen over Titus at the Jerusalem Coun- 
cil. 

Paul’s missionary strategy provided 
for going first to the local synagogue 
upon entering a new field, after which 
the message was fanned out to the Gen- 
tile population. The circumcision of 
Timothy would enhance their appeal to 
the Jews without in any way alienat- 
ing Gentiles. 


THE CALL WEST 


The fall of the year, probably A.D. 
51 or 52, found Paul, Silas and Tim- 
othy on a small island of western Asia 
called Troas, in the Aegean Sea. Troas 
had a famous port, ancient Troy, the 
scene of Homer’s poetry and a place 
of many battles. The story of the wood- 
en horse of Troy remains vivid in our 
minds today. 


The route traveled from Antioch in 





Pisidia can only be conjectured. We 
know, however, that the group was di- 
vinely guided. The Holy Spirit was 
leading them on, step by step. When 
they thought to turn north to the pro- 
vince of Bithynia, the inward monitor 
directed a different course. Troas was 
shown to be in their path. 


This was thought at first to be the 
outer rim of their extended journey, 
but the Holy Spirit indicated otherwise. 
Hardened by the exertions of mission- 
ary life, tired, weary and perhaps home- 
sick, the trio was ready to head east 
toward home. 


Plans were made. Everything was 
ready. They would make a final cir- 
cuitous tour, land back in Jerusalem, 
report to the parent Church and then 
return to Antioch. But Paul was check- 
ed by the Holy Spirit. After a time, 
they again made preparations to leave 
the island. Once more they were check- 
ed. Instead of returning east, they were 
called west. Paul was puzzled by these 
two acts of supernatural intervention. 
What could it mean? It often happens 
that the Christian’s disappointments 
are, in reality, divine appointments. 


The answer came during a night of 
slumber. Many days were spent wait- 
ing for the divine will to be made 
known. The three evangelists no doubt 
redeemed the time by witnessing for 
Christ to fishermen and others. Paul 
no doubt thought often of the Grecian 
and Roman civilization that existed to 
the west, beyond the blue waters of the 
Aegean. Certainly he was not ignorant 
of conditions in that part of the world. 


Areas were soon to be pioneered 
where the Gospel had never been pro- 
claimed. The missionary party was in 
the neighborhood of the Ionian cities 
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of Grecian legend and romance. Each 
city had its history of antiquity and 
distinction. Almost every one of them 
(Ephesus, Colosse, Laodicea, Hierapo- 
lis, Philadelphia, Sardis, Thyatira, Per- 
gamum, Smyrna, Miletus and others) 
would, within a few years, become a 
seat of the new religion Paul was 
preaching. 


These were Asian cities compara- 
tively close at hand. But Paul, under 
divine guidance, looked further for his 
new field, far to the west. The Gospel 
was to be carried to Europe. New cur- 
rents of enlightenment were to flow 
from Troas. 


During the intermission, while wait- 
ing for the divine will to be made 
known, Paul and his helpers met a 
young doctor, a Greek by the name of 
Luke, who was visiting Troas from 
Philippi located across the narrow 
strip of water in Macedonia. He was a 
believer and under Paul’s tutorage be- 
came a mighty leader in the early 
Church. Among his contributions was 
the penning of one of our four Gospels 


and the book of Acts. 


While Paul lay asleep, the roar of the 
waves reaching his ears, he saw in a 
vision, the outline of a man standing 
on the banks of the opposite coast with 
arms outstretched saying: “Come over 
into Macedonia and help us.” 


Some think this man who presented 
Europe’s need for the Gospel was 
Christ, in resurrection glory, as real as 
Paul’s earlier experience on the road 
to Damascus. The preachers were head- 
ed east. The Macedonian Call resulted 
in a complete turn-about-face. It be- 
came the pivot on which their travels 
turned. They packed at once and start- 
ed west. Had they continued east, the 
nations of the western world would 
have been denied the advantages of 
Christianity and the free institutions 
which developed therefrom. 


THE WESTWARD COURSE 


It is a fact known to historians 
that civilization has traveled a west- 
ward course. The trend of progress and 
the expansion of empires has always 
followed the path of the sun. 


The cradle of civilization was in Asia. 
Then the westward march began, from 
Babylon to Greece, from Greece to 
Rome, from continental Europe to the 
British Isles, from France to Spain, 
from Europe to America. Bishop 
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George Berkeley, who has been called 
the poet-prophet of America, wrote: 


Westward the course of empire 

Takes its way. 

The first four acts already past, 

The fifth shall be the drama of the day, 
Time’s noblest offspring is the last. 


The magnetic pull, geared to the 
movement of the sun, caused Columbus 
to turn west in search of a new world. 
This tug of the unseen inspired good 
people to leave the old world in frail 
vessels, travel stubborn seas and seek 
a place where they could enjoy liberty 
and worship God according to the dic- 
tates of conscience. They carved a civ- 
ilization out of a wilderness. 


A new system of government, the 
most advanced of human history, was 
born. The Declaration of Independence 
and the Constitution of the United 
States were written. When William Pitt, 
England’s greatest legal mind, read the 
latter document he exclaimed: “It will 
be the wonder and admiration of all 
future generations.” 


We are a favored people geographi- 
cally and otherwise. We ought to be a 
thankful people. It is deserving of spe- 
cial note that around our globe there 
runs a narrow zone between the thir- 
tieth and sixtieth parallels, north lati- 
tude, from which the higher orders of 
civilization have developed. 


The nations that have given direc- 
tion to the thought of mankind in art, 
science, history, religion and govern- 
ment have been crowded into this nar- 
row strip — Greece, Rome, Germany, 
England and the Holy Land. The Unit- 
ed States is located in the same magic 
belt. 


Our flag was not made to fly amid 
the ice deserts of Russia where the finer 
sensibilities are subjected to the frosts 
of physical adversity. Our flag was not 
made to fly over burning deserts where 
torrid weather saps body and mind 
of creative energy. We are too far south 
to be bound by the chains of cold. We 
are too far north to come under the en- 
ervating influence of a tropical sun. 
Providences operate in our behalf. Let 
us thank God and take hope. 


The same principle of divine guid- 
ance and providential care is noted in 
the Macedonian Call of Troas. The im- 
pact of Christian truth was registered 


upon western thought. From this action 
there rose currents of civilization that 
have since flowed across the centuries. 
Except for the fact that the Gospel 
came west, it is safe to say that condi- 
tions in our part of the world would be 
far different than they are today. 


PHILIPPI 


Reaching Macedonia, the missionar- 
ies landed at Neapolis, the port, and 
proceeded ten miles inland to Philippi. 
Here they did their first work in what 
can be correctly called the western 
world. 

Luke’s knowledge of the city was no 
doubt a special help in opening it to the 
Gospel. It is reasonable to assume that 
the missionaries used his house as a 
place of lodging and headquarters. 


Rome ruled Greece at this time. The 
northern area was called Macedonia 
and the southern portion Achaia. A rib- 
bon-like highway connected Philippi, 
Thessalonica and Berea. Along _ this 
road the missionaries traveled, making 
appropriate stops as they penetrated 
deeper into Grecian thought and terri- 
tory. 

The first Church in the west was es- 
tablished at Philippi. Although there 
were certain hardships endured and ob- 
stacles overcome, yet taken as a whole, 
Paul found the Macedonian mind more 
open and responsive to his appeals than 
the people of the east. Churches estab- 
lished in these parts became strong and 
prosperous. 

Paul’s first convert in Philippi was 
a woman by the name of Lydia. She 
was a seller of purple garments from 
the city of Thyatira. In the same town a 
demon possessed woman, a soothsayer, 
followed Paul and Silas through the 
streets several days screeching and 
chattering a wild jargon. Paul’s pa- 
tience became exhausted and he turned 
and rebuked the evil spirit. “I com- 
mand thee in the name of Jesus Christ 
to come out of her” he said, “And he 
came out the same hour.” 


The woman’s mind was restored but 
the men who commercialized on her 
soothsaying became angry and stirred 
up a mob against the missionaries. Paul 
and Silas were beaten, thrown into jail, 
bound in stocks and placed under the 
care of a jailer. At midnight, persons 
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outside could hear them praying, sing- 
ing and praising the Lord that they 
were counted worthy to suffer for His 
sake. 

Suddenly their voices were hushed 
by the crashing sounds of an earth- 
quake which caused the foundations of 
the jail to be broken. Doors flew open 
and all prisoners could have fled. The 
guard, thinking they had_ escaped, 
started to commit suicide but Paul 
stopped him. “Do thyself no harm: for 
we are all here.” 


The dumfounded jailer liked that 
kind of religion and inquired what had 
to be done in order to be saved. Paul’s 
answer remains the keynote of modern 
evangelism: “Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and thou shalt be saved, and 
thy house.” Before an hour went by, 
the new convert was washing the bloody 
wounds of the two men of God. I have 
known of instances where persons were 
converted and had to go back and 
make right previous wrongs. There was 
stripe washing to be done. “And he 
took them the same hour of the night, 
and washed their stripes; and was bap- 
tized, he and all his, straightway.” 


Next morning the officials of the city 
wanted to get rid of the troublesome 
missionaries with all possible haste. 
They sent word to the jailer to release 
them. But Paul was not satisfied with 
this treatment. Adroitly he made use of 
his Roman citizenship. When the mag- 
istrates learned that Romans had been 
imprisoned without a legal trial they 
were frightened. Paul therefore de- 
manded that the officials come down 
to the filthy jail themselves, so he could 
show them the damage done by the 
earthquake. 

The missionaries were promptly re- 
leased and left town shortly afterward, 
like gentlemen. A Church had been or- 
ganized in Philippi.

The human skin is more than a pro- 
tective covering. It is an organ that 
ranks with the brain, heart and lungs 
in importance to life. It performs 
amazing services. 


Being studded with nerve endings of 
delicate construction, it deserves and 
demands special care. These nerve end- 
ings make possible your sense of touch. 
The Creator who packages human 
bodies in such a marvelous way, also 
provides heat and warmth essential to 
their well-being which may be appro- 
priated in proper proportions through 
the layers of the skin. 


Every cell in the skin is a lung that 
breathes. Personal hygiene is a matter 
of supreme importance. The right selec- 
tion of food is essential because you 
are what you eat. Many people do not 
appreciate the importance of a daily 
supply of pure fresh air. Proper rest is 
necessary to well-balanced living. 


Nature is equipped with wonderful 
recuperative powers which come into 
expression during sleep. A wise person 
will plan his nights to assure relax- 
ation. Should you reach the age of 
ninety, thirty years of your earthly 
pilgrimage will have been spent in bed. 


Such time is not wasted. Sleep is re- 
quired to restore and adjust delicate 
tissues. 


Mr. W. F. Clark, director of Clark 


Industries, Nashville, Tennessee, says: 


“The average man or woman can 
improve their health and insulate their 
systems against disease by sleeping in 
a warm bed, relaxed, and with windows 
open to assure an intake of the elixir of 
life. A cold bed often robs one of 
needed vitality. When the body be- 
comes chilled, the germs start to take 
over. Chronic colds, neuritis, aches and 
pains are often noticeable effects. 


“When you sleep warm, comfortable 
and fully relaxed, the miles of capil- 
laries through which the heart pumps 
approximately two tons of blood every 
night are at their maximum size and 
blood flows freely. On the other hand, 
if you sleep on a cold mattress, much 
strength and energy is consumed in 
keeping your body warm. This energy, 
when drawn from the body too rapidly, 
causes chilling and acts as an inhibitor 
to health.” 


Normal body temperature is 98.6 de- 
grees. It is often a few degrees lower 
in older persons who lack ability to 
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eat and digest heat producing foods. 
If a bed temperature is 70 degrees, this 
means the body must supply 28 degrees 
of heat to provide comfort — an un- 
necessary drain upon vital energy. 


The bedroom should be kept well- 
ventilated, flushed daily by fresh air 
from the outside to keep it from be- 
coming a hothouse. Warm air and a 
stuffy atmosphere, depleted of oxygen, 
polluted by cooking odors and often 
smoking vapors, may be contributing 
factors to ill health. 


Emphasis upon personal hygiene is 
commendable. The pores of the skin 
need to be kept clean and open. It is 
known, for instance, that aged people 
perspire less than younger, because the 
years have clogged the pores. Poisons 
that should be expelled through sweat 
remain stored to work havoc in many 
ways. 


There is a common phrase which says: 
“Watch your eating.” We might also 
say: “Watch your bathing and breath- 
ing.” 

When is a person old? Not until he 
ceases to grow. Life and growth is 
predicated upon normal health ... and 
normal health depends, in the last anal- 
ysis, upon right eating, breathing and 
sleeping habits. 


Sir Walter Scott at fifty-five be- 
moaned the fact that he was an old 
man. Montaigne retired to a castle at 
thirty-eight to spend his declining years 
in peace and study. Bismark on the 
other hand, died at eighty-three, but 
did his greatest work beyond the age of 
seventy. Titian, the celebrated painter, 
lived to be ninety-one, painting right 
to the very end. Goethe passed on at 
eighty-three and finished his “Faust” 
only a few years earlier. Gladstone took 
up a new language when he was seven- 
ty. One need not grow old fast, if he 
will intelligently cooperate with the 
laws of nature.

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THE ACCOMPANYING picture is an 

architect’s drawing of the new De- 
fender Missionary Church in New York 
City. The edifice, when completed, will 
house the parent Spanish congregation. 
There are, at the present time, seven 
such Defender Churches in New York 
and Brooklyn — each located in a 
Spanish settlement. 

Five are situated in areas compar- 
able to what one would expect to find 
on some of the world’s most difficult 
foreign mission fields. There are other 
similar Defender worship-centers in 
Chicago and northern Indiana, bring- 
ing the total to twelve. 


All services are held in the Spanish 
language. Most of the Pastors were 
trained for leadership on the organiza- 
tion’s Puerto Rican mission field. Six 
are graduates of the Defenders Theo- 
logical Seminary in Puerto Rico. It is 
paradoxical that missionaries should 
be sent from the West Indies to the 
United States. 

The new Church is being built in a 
Spanish section, just beyond the edge 
of Harlem. Here, people of all races 
and nationalities meet, mingle, mix and 
mate, often without regard for moral 
standards or restraint. Harlem is one 
of the most crime-ridden spots on the 
globe. It is a vast, human melting pot. 


Defender Missionary Churches there- 
fore stand like bright lights shining in 
dark places, faithful witnesses for 
Christ, bringing blessing to many peo- 
ple. Special pride is taken in their Sun- 
day Schools, through which many hun- 
dreds of precious children are being 
brought under the benign influence of 
the Gospel. 

It is estimated that there are close to 
a million Puerto Ricans in New York, 
Brooklyn and immediate areas. This 
number represents only a part of the 
Spanish-speaking population. There is 
a steady influx from other Latin coun- 
tries. No place on earth provides a 
greater, more urgent, missionary chal- 
lenge. 

It often happens with families arriv- 
ing, that their living conditions and 
financial state in congested settlements, 
is worse than the places from which 
they migrated. If the Christian message 
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is to be presented, it must be handled 
as a missionary undertaking. 


The parent Church was organized in 
1943 by a small group of Defender 
Christians from Puerto Rico. During 
these years, the congregation has 
moved twice, using rented buildings 
the entire time. They have proved 
wholly inadequate. 


The present building program has 
been delayed too long. Opportunities 
to serve have been allowed to pass, ex- 
isting need of the Gospel demands 
haste. The lot on which the new Church 
is being built is ideally located for mis- 
sionary work. 


In times past, about the turn of the 
present century, this was one of the 
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best and wealthiest sections of New 
York City. Behind the lot there is a 
brick apartment house, 13 stories high. 
There are 7-story buildings on both 
sides and across the street. All are now 
completely out-of-date and in a state 
of deterioration. 

The wealthy people moved away 
long ago. Immigrants from Latin coun- 
tries moved in. The whole area is Span- 
ish. Slum standards prevail. The near- 
est Church is several blocks distant. 


The missionary character of the pro- 
ject makes necessary its financing by 
free-will offerings. Approximately half 
the amount needed has been so far re- 
ceived from Defender readers. 
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“THIS BOOK is dedicated to a re- 
birth of the American Dream, to 
its realization in days to come, and to 
its endurance for all time,” says Mr. 
Buffum in his opening Dedication.

R. BUFFUM’S premise results from 

a vast amount of research. There- 

upon he digs deep into Russia’s past 

and finds that the foundations of the 

Russian Empire were laid in A.D. 862. 

Little was inherited from Roman, Gre- 
cian and other countries. 


The Russians were seldom at peace. 
They fought and were attacked by oth- 
er tribes from north, south and west. 
They were conquered by the Mongols 
in 1240, under the grandson of Gen- 
ghis Khan, and governed by these in- 
vaders’ merciless severity for two hun- 
dred years. 


When the international Communist 
conspirators swept in from the crime 
centers of Europe and America, guid- 
ed by Lenin and Trotsky, to assume 
leadership of the Russians, they found 
an untamed, savage force waiting to 
be unleashed. 
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The ancestors of modern Americans 
were laying the cornerstone of person- 
al liberty by compelling King John of 
England to sign the Magna Charta at 
Runnymede, during the very period 
when Russians were coming under the 
totalitarian rule of Mongol Tartars (a 
dictatorship which, for barbarity and 
cruelty, compares favorably with that 
of modern Communism). 


There was no moral potential in Rus- 
sia’s background upon which to draw 
for resistance against the red hordes 
who, at the turn of the present century, 
launched their conspiracy to take over 
the nation. 


“Moving in a direction opposite to 
that of the Russian masses,” says Mr. 
Buffum, “‘advancing from Runnymede 
to Jamestown and Plymouth, to Bunk- 
er Hill, Bennington, and Yorktown, to 
Independence Hall and Washington — 
our forefathers in their progress broke 
the bonds of tyranny and subservience 


to the Old World.” 


The two nations, the United States 
and the USSR, are compared and con- 
trasted in detail. Their principles of 
government are placed side by side. 
Starting with the First Communist 
Manifesto (1847) drafted by Karl 
Marx and Friedrich Engels, the reader 
is brought up to date on the methods, 
objectives and ramifications of the red 
movement. How Lenin and his co-con- 
spirators organized and carried out the 
revolution (1917) is explained. Mem- 
bers of the secret police, who keep the 
international brigands in power, are 
called “human bloodhounds.” 


Finally Mr. Buffum pens a fascinat- 
ing story of early American history, 
traces the origin and growth of our 
government, shows it to be the best 
ever devised by man, and brings into 
focus the heritage for which Americans 
of this generation should humbly thank 
God.

That 
night, Dr. Truett decided.” 


“When Rev. Robert G. Lee was born, 
a Negress attended the mother.

I Corinthians 13:13.

I Corinthians 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “CHARITY.” 


Dr. Edward W. Bishop uses the fol- 
lowing illustration to convey something 
of the depth of meaning potential in the 
text of today’s lesson: 


“When Nansen was taking soundings 
in the Arctic Ocean his line was too 
short, so he wrote in his diary for that 
day, ‘Deeper than that.’ The next day 
he lengthened his line, but it was still 
short. The entry in the diary again was, 
‘Deeper than that.’ The next day Nan- 
sen gathered all the line on shipboard 
and took his third sounding. It failed 
to reach bottom. So he entered in the 
diary again, ‘Deeper than that.’ 


“Love is like that. It is the deepest 
sounding in the universe. It is unfath- 
omable. It is God’s greatest imponder- 





able. ‘Love beareth all things, hopeth 
all things, endureth all things. Love 
never faileth.’ Love is God. And God is 


Love.” 


Paul’s discussion of spiritual gifts 
in I Corinthians 12, is stone in the 
Christian arch. His discussion of 
prophecy in I Corinthians 14, is an- 
other stone. There are other stones on 
both sides. But the keystone, appro- 
priately placed between 12 and 14, is 
chapter 13 dealing with “the greatest 
of these.” 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS I CORINTH- 
IANS 13:1. 


“Though I speak with the tongues 
of men and of angels, and have not 
charity, 1 am become as sounding 
brass, or a tinkling cymbal.” 


The Greek word for love implied 
sensuality. Early Christians knew a 
kind of love that was radically different 
and higher, an expression of noble soul 
qualities, rather than the flesh ... the 
love of God for the sinner, of Christ 
for His followers, of believers for their 
Saviour. 


So the translators took a little used 
Greek word, clothed it with Christian 
meaning and finally delivered it to us 
as “charity.” 


Dr: J. J. Lias says: “The English 
word ‘charity’ has never risen to the 
height of the Apostle’s argument. At 
best it does but signify a timely inter- 
est in and overbearance toward others. 
It is far from suggesting the ardent, 
active, energetic principle which the 
Apostle had in view.” 


One may talk like an angel, but un- 
less motivated by love, the words have 
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a metallic ring, like blowing of trum- 
pets and the clashing of cymbals in a 
pagan temple. It is the interest which 
springs from love that makes the dif- 
ference. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: DIVINE LOVE 
IS THE MASTER MOTIVE OF THE 
CHRISTIAN. 


Let it be remembered that our lesson 
actually starts with I Corinthians 12:27, 
“Now ye are the body of Christ, and 
members of particular.” The enrich- 
ment of life that results from Christ’s 
love is something enjoyed only by 
Christians (not the world). 


No true believer will harbor bitter- 
ness and malice against a single living 
human being, much less another mem- 
ber of the body of Christ. There can 
be no gossip, backbiting or misrepre- 
sentation. 


Dr. Winrod says: “We need to bear 
in mind that Christianity is intensely 
ethical. It involves mental, moral and 
physical discipline. The Lord says that 
He will put His spirit within you and 
cause you to walk in His statutes— 
and the Christian’s walk is a straight 
walk. I heard of a man who came into 
such vital relationship with his Lord 
that he quit beating his mules and kick- 
ing the cat. And the lady who gained 
control of her tongue after receiving 
the Holy Spirit in His fulness. Since 
the sum total of life is made up of 
many little experiences, it is a wise 
soul who seeks to radiate divine love 
in everything that he says and does, 
and under all circumstances.” 


“For now we see through a glass 
darkly.” We are like the women of old 
Rome who looked into metal (not glass) 
mirrors which gave them back a dull, 
imperfect reflection. Things are as mud- 
dled for us now as an image was mud- 
dled in that mirror; the glasses of self- 
interest, contention, anger, and ambi- 
tion are colored glasses, giving us a 
false picture. But one day, in God’s pres- 
ence, vision will come clear and sharp, 
and we shall really see things as they 
are. Meanwhile, on this earth, let’s keep 
the mirror as clean as possible.

GOD IN THE FLESH 
John 1:1-18; Luke 2:1-20 











EMORY TEXT: “The Word was 

made flesh, and dwelt among us, 
(and we beheld his glory, the glory 
as of the only begotten of the Father,) 
full of grace and truth.” John 1:14.

(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “WORD.” 


Jesus and His disciples spoke Ara- 
maic. The New Testament was written 
in this language, later translated into 
Greek, and finally English. 


Greek is a beautiful language, flow- 
ery and eloquent, capable of conveying 
delicate shades of meaning that can- 
not be conveyed in other languages. 
But when the Greeks started to trans- 
late the Gospel document that John had 
composed and wanted to convey his 
thoughts to others about the person of 
the Son of God, they found their lan- 
guage poverty-stricken. 


The ancient Greeks had many gods, 
figments of human imagination, gods 
. gm gods of war, gods of seasons, 
gods of this and gods of that. 


But they had no conception of the 
one true God becoming flesh. Greek 
scholars in the Christian Church ran 
the keyboard from Alpha to Omega. 
They searched for some phrase, and 
finally took an old word and flooded 
it with a new meaning, the word “Lo- 
gos.” The original text of John 1:1 
actually says: “In the beginning was 
Logos and Logos was with God and 
Logos was God.” These Greek scholars 
were pioneering a new realm of 
thought. They were discovering a new 
continent of revealed truth. 


What does the word Logos actually 
mean? 


It means “motive,” faculty of reason- 
ing, manifestation of a thought, exer- 
cise of speech, eloquence. Thus, in in- 
troducing John’s Friend who revealed 
God to a dying race, the translators 
were saying that Jesus Christ manifest- 
ed the deepest motives, the deepest im- 
pulses, the deepest thoughts of Al- 
mighty God. They were saying that 
when Jesus Christ walked and talked 
among men in the days of His flesh, 





He was in reality revealing God. Jesus 
Christ was God speaking. 


Centuries later, other _ translators 
brought the word Logos from the Greek 
over into the English and translated it 
. read “Word,” spelled with a capital 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS JOHN 1:12. 


“But as many as received him, to 
them gave he power to become the sons 


of God.” 


The Lord of glory put on humanity 
that we might put on divinity. This is 
the eternal purpose, the desired result 
of the Incarnation ... that the same 
eternal life quickened by supernatural 
power in the womb of the virgin, 
should be quickened in the heart of the 
penitent sinner. Anything less than this 
majestic thought, as the motivating 
fact of our Christmas festivities, is not 
Christmas! 


Dr. L. R. Ringenberg says: “Ob- 
serve that the Word has been at work 
throughout history making sons of God 
of all who give Him reception. The 
great climax of redemption will involve 
the revealing of these sons (Romans 
8:18-21; Matthew 13:24-30; 36-43). 
Observe the conditions of receiving 
sonship — receiving and_ believing. 
History is made up of receivers and re- 
jectors, or in other words of believers 
and unbelievers.” 


(3) THE KEY FACT: GOD HAS 
VISITED OUR PLANET. 


One verse of today’s lesson is a par- 
adox. It says “no man hath seen God,” 
but goes on to say, “the only begotten 
Son, he hath declared (revealed) him.” 
Jesus Christ is all the God we may ever 
expect to see on this earth. 


Dr. M. C. Tenney says: “The intent 
of the author is to make clear that 
while the unveiled essence of deity has 
never been given to mortal sight, the 
real character of God can be seen in 
the Son who is the fullest expression of 
the Father’s life and love. ‘Only begot- 
ten’ does not imply physical genera- 
tion, but transcends the idea of crea- 
tion. The verb translated ‘declare,’ 
which describes the method of this in- 
terpretation, is the verb technically 
used in Greek literature of a declara- 
tion or exposition of divine mysteries. 
It implies that the interpretation of 
God given by the Son is complete and 
final as far as the needs of men are con- 
cerned.”

Revelation 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “CITY.” 


The text of the year’s final lesson 
has been described as “one of the most 
exalted, glorious, radiantly beautiful 
chapters of all the Bible.” There is 
nothing like it elsewhere in the world’s 
literature. We have before us, in figur- 
ative language, a portrayal of the eter- 
nal home of all in-Christed souls. 


The place is described as a city. Ab- 
raham saw it through eyes of faith and 
the telescope of prophecy, “For he 
looked for a city which hath founda- 
tions, whose builder and maker is 


God.” 


Our earth and atmospheric heavens 
is the chief center of interest. The con- 
clusion of God’s redemptive purpose 
in man, is the matter of primary con- 
cern. The hopes of the ages will come 
to fruition. The faith of those compris- 
ing the “blood washed throng” will be 
rewarded. “And I saw a new heaven 
and a new earth.” 


It is an impressive fact that the end 
of the Bible returns us to the begin- 
ning, namely, Paradise ... a garden 
and the tree of life. There is, however, 
this difference: the Paradise of Revela- 





tion is more glorious than the one of 
Eden and no evil will ever enter its 
sacred precincts. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS REVELA- 
TION 21:3. 

“Behold, the tabernacle of God is 
with men ... And God himself shall be 
with them, and be their God.” 


“The important word in this verse 
is ‘tabernacle.’ We think of the word 
tabernacle, first of all, in reference to 
the Tabernacle in the wilderness. God 
told Moses, in giving him a detailed 
description of the tabernacle he was 
to erect, that when it was finished, in 
reference to the Holy Place, ‘There I 
will meet with thee, and I will com- 
mune with thee.’ In John 1:14 the ac- 
tual verb meaning to tabernacle is 
found in reference to the incarnation 
of our Lord. ‘And the Word became 
flesh, and dwelt (tabernacled) among 
us.” So we have God meeting with man 
in the earthly tabernacle, God becom- 
ing man in the person of Christ, and 
here, for all eternity, God tabernacling 
with man in absolute unbroken perfec- 
tion.” —Peloubet’s Notes. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: GOD SHALL 
WIPE AWAY ALL TEARS. 


A thousandfold are the heartaches 
and griefs which now beset and tor- 
ment the children of men. No matter 
the path of life chosen, they cannot 
be escaped. They follow us like a sha- 
dow. Each heart knows its own bitter- 
ness. Martyrs suffer where no faggots 
or flames are visible. But a boundary 
line is seen in our lesson, over which 
no sorrows will ever pass. 


Dr. J. A. Seiss says: “Man comes 
into the world with a cry, and goes out 
of it with a groan, and all between is 
more or less intoned with helpless wail- 
ing. The cry of pain and passion, of 
fear and strife, of wrong and oppres- 
sion, of want and harm and danger — 
the cry of torn affection and blasted 
hopes, of weariness and disability, of 
suffering and death, the cry of a thou- 
sand unnamed distresses; how it vi- 
brates on every breeze in every land! 
But the Hallelujas of the renewed world 
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will drown out the voice of woe for- 
ever.” 

“A Negro nurse of our acquaintance, 
whose young charges were confined 
with a juvenile contagion, had an un- 
varying formula. Each morning she 
would say, ‘You chill’un stay in close 
today an’ be good. Then, tomorrow — 
tomorrow Ah spec’s you can go out an’ 
play.’ 

“When the mother of the brood gent- 
ly chided her lieutenant for this persis- 
tent deceit, the nurse rose blandly to 
defend her position; ‘Now, Mrs. Hunt- 
er, ‘course Ah tells dem chill’un dat, 
kase dey needs t’ be tol’. Dey gittin’ 
mighty fractious.

(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “CHILD.” 

Joseph and Mary became espoused, 
or as we would say, engaged. An es- 
pousal continued for one year. During 
this time an astounding discovery was 
made regarding the state of Mary’s 
health. But the record says Joseph was 
a “just man” and sought to shelter her. 


It was under these circumstances that 
an angel appeared, first to Mary, and 
later to Joseph, to announce that the 
promise made in Eden regarding the 
coming of a virgin born Redeemer into 
the world was soon to be fulfilled. 


Had Mary been guilty of the charge 
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made by Jews, modernists and others, 
she would have been embarrassed, hu- 
miliated and crestfallen.

“They presented unto him gifts: 
gold, and frankincense, and myrrh.”

BAPTISM AND 
TEMPTATION OF CHRIST 


Matthew, Chapters 3 & 4 


EMORY TEXT: “Thou shalt wor- 
ship the Lord thy God, and him 
only shalt thou serve.” Matthew 4:10. 


The general plan and pattern of the lesson is 
as follows: 


A. Jesus is baptized. Matthew 3:16-17. 

B. Jesus is tempted. Matthew 4:1. 

C. Jesus is victorious. Matthew 4:10. 

D. Satan is a defeated foe. Matthew 4:11. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “VOICE.” 


“The heavens opened ... And lo a 
voice from heaven, saying, This is my 
beloved Son.” 


This was a sublime moment. Our 
Lord came up out of the water, serene, 
aware that He was in the center of the 
divine will for His earth life, and com- 
pletely conscious of His position in the 


Godhead. 


A well-known writer observes: “Over 
thirty years have elapsed since Jesus 
was born; He is about to enter upon 
the most remarkable work ever done 
by any individual on this earth; a work 
which would profoundly influence this 
world, divide mankind, bring hope and 
immortality to light, create the only 
abiding institution on this earth 
(the Church), and provide an example 
for purity, unselfishness, holiness, 
goodness and godliness which has nev- 
er been equalled in history.” 











The baptism account is found in all 
the synoptic Gospels. The mode was 
unquestionably immersion. Christ here 
identifies Himself with humanity. He 
gave an example, that His followers 
should also be baptized. This is con- 
firmed by the Great Commission re- 
corded at the end of Matthew’s Gospel, 





where He instructed the disciples (and 
us) to go forth to all nations teaching 
and “baptizing them in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost.” (Matthew 28:19) 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS MATTHEW 
4:10. 

“Then saith Jesus unto him, Get thee 
hence, Satan: for it is written, Thou 
shalt worship the Lord thy God, and 
him only shalt thou serve.” 


In overcoming Satan, Jesus quoted 
Scripture and also shared the ordeal 
with His Father. He drew strength 
from a source higher than the tempter 
could reach. 


Dr. Harold M. Ruopp says: “A 
young business man, desperately up 
against it for private funds, was tempt- 
ed for days on end to juggle the figures 
of his company’s books so as to secure 
those funds without anyone, as he sup- 
posed, being the wiser. But something 
inside him kept holding him back. 


“Then one evening after a long, bit- 
ter struggle, he talked it over with his 
wife. He said to her, ‘If I don’t do it, 
everything we have will be lost.’ Where- 
upon she replied, ‘Everything lost? No, 
everything that’s worthwhile will be 
saved. You will have your integrity; 
you will have me and my love for you; 
and together we shall still have God.’ 
In that instant of a shared temptation 
the battle was won.” 


This young man was saved by shar- 
ing the temptation with his wife. He 
was fortunate in having an understand- 
ing person at his side. The incident re- 
minds us that Christ is at our side, and 
we should be careful to share our temp- 
tations with Him. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: SATAN IS A 
DEFEATED FOE. 


“Then the devil leaveth him, and, be- 
hold, angels came and ministered unto 
him.” 


When Satan professed to be the god 
of this world, Jesus did not dispute the 
claim. He assumed that even a liar 
could tell the truth once. As the un. 
fallen Lucifer during the pre-Adamic 
period, this exalted being owned the 
planet. He defied the Almighty, the 
light of truth was extinguished in his 
being, and he became Satan. 


His power is presently broken over 
redeemed souls. His power over nature 
and human nature will be broken later. 
Meanwhile, he is a defeated foe for all 
who are associated with the Christ. 


The child of God is in the position 
where, like the Christ, “the devil leav- 
eth him.” James 4:7 is meaningful, 
“Resist the devil, and he will flee from 
you.” 


In the company of an experienced 
Swiss guide, a man from New York 
once climbed the Matterhorn; when 
they reached the summit of that great 
mountain, the New Yorker, in a mo- 
ment of exultation, stood on tiptoe and 
stretched out his arms in the gesture 
of a conqueror. The wind caught him 
and almost hurled him from the peak. 
His guide shouted, “On your knees!” 
Jesus spent much of His time on the 
mount of temptation “on His knees” in 
prayer, in humble worship of God. By 
this means he defeated Satan. Chris- 
tians, facing temptation, will profit by 
this example.
